A BIG EXPLOSION IN MEXICO. 


Mob Attempts To Take Prisoners from 
the Guards. 

Mexico City, Mex., November 19.—An ar- 
tillery wagon loaded with powder and gun 
cotton exploded here today, kiiling four 
men and wounding eight soldiers and citi- 
zens fatally, and shaking the ground for 
many blocks. 

The pleas of the lawyers for the defense 
of the trial of the lynchers are now all 
made and a verdict is expected probably 
Sunday morning. Popular feeling against 
them is intense and a mob tried to capture 
them last night on the way from the palace 


of justice to prison, but was beaten back 
by the cavaliry. 


TRAIN ROBBERS ARE SENTENCED 


One Man Goes Up for Fifty Years and 
Another for Forty-Five. 

Austin, Tex., November 19.—Today in the 
district court here, L. W. Fisher and Felix 
Walff pleaded guilty to robbing the Inter- 
national and Great Northern train at Me- 
Neill, twelve miles above here, on the af- 
ternoon of October 12th, and were sentenced 
to fifty and forty-five years, respectiveiy, 
in the state penitentiary. 


They were expecting very light sentences 


if they plead guilty, which actuated them 
to do so. There were four charges against 


them. The other two train robbers are still 
untried. 


NEGRO LINEMAN ELECTROCUTED 


Employee of Charleston Electric Com- 


pany Killed in Midair. 

Charleston, S. C., November 19.—Henry 
Heyward, colored, a lineman in the employe 
of the Charleston Blectric Light Company, 
was electrocuted while at work this after- 
noon on Shell street. 

Heyward was adjusting wires under in- 
structions from a foreman, He was seated 
astride the cross arm of a pole about forty 
feet from the ground. 

By mistake he took hold of a live wire. 
He was killed instantly, lit the body re- 
mained in a natural position on the bar. 
Heyward'’s hands were terribly burned, 


but the body was disfigured in no other 
way.

Minister of the Interior in Uruguayan 
Cabinet Reported Shot. 


Montevideo, November 19.—The city is in 
a panic over the incident at today’s ses- 
sion of the chamber of deputies and the 
report that Dr. Mahuel Herrera y Obes, 
minister of the interior and of justice in 
the Borda cabinet, Has beén snot wWitn a re- 
volver. 

In the chamber Dr. Herrera y Obes made 
a violent attack upon Senor Cuestas, who 
assumed the presidency of the republic ad 
interim on the assassination of Senor J. 
Idiarte Borda,who was shot by Arrendondo 
during the national fete on August 2th 
last. On September 20th Senor Cuestas is- 
sued a declaration of policy, pfOmising to 
conduct the administration with strict 
economy, to purge the public departments, 
especially the department of customs, and 
religiously to pay the tnterest on the public 
debt. At thas time he expressed the hope 
that the Sépartment c# customs would 
yield at least 5,000,000 francs monthly. 

Today Dr. Herrera y Obes called upon 
him for a more explicit statement as to 
his programme in the event of his election 
as president.

NO INCOME TAX ON POSTMASTER 


State Has No Authority To Make Any 


Federal Officer Pay. 
Washington, November 19.—The issue as 
to whether a state or municipality can 
levy an income tax on the salary or com- 
pensation of a postmaster, a subject of 


‘broad interest to the federal service general 


ly, was decided today in an opinion rensier- 
ed by Acting Assistant Attorney Genera] 
Harrison J. Barrett for the postofiice de- 


partment. 

The case arose on an inquiry from the 
postmaster at Gastonia, N. C. 

It is held that a state has no authority 
to tax the emoluments paid to any officer 
or agent which the United States may use 
and employ as necessary and proper means 
to execute its sovereign power. Mr. Bar- 


rett says: : 
“The government of the United States is 
supreme within its sphere of action and 
any act of a State or municipality which 
attempts to tax the emo.uments paid io 
the officers of the government is ine dnsti- 
tvticnal and void. If the power existed in 
a state to tax the officers or agents of the 
government, it could thereby impa-r the 
power of the United States in the executior 
of its sovereignty. The postmaster at Gas- 
tonia, therefore, carmot be requ red to pay 
a upon the income of his office, either 
tothe state of North Carolina or’ to the 
municipality of Gastonia." a.

FOUGHT FOR LIFE AS 


HIS ENGINE RAN ON 


Engineer Has a Desperate Battle With 
His Dranken Fireman. 


THEY WERE ALONE IN THE CAB 


Craig Shoots at Bishop at Close Range 
and Then Uses Knife Freely. 


TRAIN ROLLED ON AS THEY STRUGGLED 


Desperate Negro Was Finally Killed 
by the Engineer, Whose Life 
He Was Seeking. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 19.—On a 
freight tratn dashing southward over the 
Louisville and Nashville railroad at the 
rate of thirty miles an hour late laat night, 
one of the most thrilling encounters ever 
recorded in fact or fiction occurred. . 

Two men, one black and crazed by drink, 
the other white and conscious of deadly 
peril, engaged in a life and death strug- 
gle in the cab of a flying locomotive which 
ended in the death of the negro and the 
miraculous escape from the same fate by 
the white man. 

When train No. 25, southbound, left here 
last night at 10:15 o’clock Engineer E. P. 
Bishop and Fireman Wiley Craig, colored, 
occupied the locomotive cab. About twenty 
minutes later a few miles below the city 
the negro was lying dead beside tie track, 
and the engineer bleeding from a dozen 
knife wounds, was alone in his cab. 

Soon after the train's departure, and 
when two miles from the city, Bishop tola 
the fireman to stir up the fire. The negro 
paid no attention to the order, and it was 
repeated. This time he uttered an. oath, 
and springing from his seat, drew a revol- 
ver and suddénly and without warning 
fired a shot point blank at the engineer. 
The bullet missed the engineer, who struck 
the revolver from the negro’s hand just as 
the latter was about to fire a second shot. 
Craig, now crazed with rage, instantly 
drew an ugly knife, and grasping the en- 
gineer by the shoulder, pulled him from 
the box and began to cut him across the 
breast. 

Bishop had a pistol in his hip pocket but 
he was held for.a time in such a position 
that he could not reach it. Finally, after 
a desperate struggle, during which the two 
men rolled over and over on the floor of 
the cab, Bishop managed to draw his pis- 
toi and fire. The builet struck the negro 
in the breast and penetrated his heart. 
Without a groan he fell back int othe dark 
ness Wo the ground and Bishop was left 
alone in his cab. 

The train at that time was near Oxmoor. 
There it was halted by the wounded en- 


ginéer, who told the crew of his thrillin; 
encounter. Bishop says that his watch 
chain alone saved him from a fatal blow at 
the hands of the negro who wielded his 
knife with the savagery of a demon. 
Bishop was given a preliminary hearing 
before Justice Martin this afternoon and 
was discharged.

STATEMENT COMES FROM PEKIN. 


Chinese Legation Receives Information 


About the Missionaries’ Death. 

London, November 19.—The Chinese lega- 
flon has received the following statement 
from Peking: 

“When the bandits killed the two Ger- 
man missionaries the governor of Shan 
Tung was ordered to instruct the high offi- 
cials of the province immediately to arrest 
and punish the offenders. He replied on 
November 15th that four arrests had been 
made and.this reply was communicated to 
the German minister here. But German 
warships had landed troops on the l4th at 
Kiao Chau. They had given the garrison 
forty-eight .hours to withdraw. The Ger- 
man minister did not notify the tsung li 
yamen of these steps, which have oe- 
casioned the greatest surprise. The Chinese 
government thereupon, With a view to 
friendly relations with Germany, ordered 
the governor to keep the garrison under 
strict control and withdraw the troops, 
enjoining upon them not to move withour 
instructions.’’

Three of the Injured Recovered in a 
Dying Condition. 


MEN ARE PINIONED UP IN CARS 


Wreck May Result in the Death of 
Many Toilers Who Were Re- 
turning Home. 


Brazil, Ind., November 19.—An awful ac- 
cident occurred on the Chicago and Indiana 
~Coal railroad about 5:30 o’clock this even- 
ing, nine miles north of this city, near 
Coal Bluff. 

The miners’ train, on its homeward jour- 
ney, and bearing about 500 miners, was 
wrecked on the Gladstohe switch and two 
cars loaded with their human freight left 
the track, rolled down the embankment 
and lodged at the bottom in a ditch filled 
with water to the depth of several feet. 
The accident was caused by running over 
a horse, which thraw the caboose from thé 
track, and it dragged the other car with it. 

Twenty-three men in all were more or 
less injured, three of whom suffer inju- 
ries that will prove fatal. 

Eighteen of the injured persons live in 
this city and five in Coal Bluff. The fa- 
tally injured are: 

Asbury Rummell, check weighman at the 
Zellar & McClellan Coal Company mine; 
Gus Reubett, Guy Ackerman. 

They were pinioned under the wrecked 
cars and could not be reached until the 
wreckage had been removed. 


Of: the five men injured at Coal Bluff, 
two are reported to be in a critical con- 
dition—Jesse Winn and Riley Smith. 

A special train, bearing physicians, was 
immediately dispatched to the scene of the 
accident and returned to the city at 9 
o’clock with the wounded men.

Cabinet Heid a Two Hours’ Session 
Considering Annua! Réports. 


Washington, November 19% —The eabinet 
was in session for two hours today, devoted 
largely to a discussion of the annual re- 
ports of the different members. Fhe more 
important reperts from the treasury, war 
and navy departments have not yet been 
made public and these were given consid- 
eration at the session today. The president 
also discussed various features of his mes- 
sage. 

The two subjects which engaged the spe- 
cial attention of the cabinet were those re- 
lating to the manner in which the Cuban 
problem and the question of the finances 
should be handled in the president’s mes- 
sage. The opinion was genérally expressed 
that the Cuban situation as it affects the 
United States was even more favorable 
than could be expected and there was 
especial good feeling over the release -of 
the crew of the Competitor. This and 
other concessions were accepted as indicat- 
ing a genuine desire on the part of the Sa- 
gasta administration to meet the wishes 
of the authorities of this country and bring 
the war to a hasty termination. If there 
Was any doubt expressed as to Spain's 
maintenance of this line of policy it was 


not made public, but there was no dissent | 


from the opinion that as long as that coun- 
try should continue in her course of con- 
ciliation there was nothing left for the ad- 
ministration but to encourage it. 

A wide variety of opinion was developed 
among the members of the cabinet as to 
the policy to be recommended on the finan- 
cial question. There were, indeed, almost 
as many views expressed on the details in- 
voived in the discussion of this question as 
there wefe cabinet members present. Their 
differences related, however, largely to de- 
tails and much of the conversation turned 
upon the probable difficulties of getting con- 
gress to unite upon any line of policy.

Twenty-Five Million Dollars of 
Properly Wiped Out 


GREATEST BLAZE SINCE 1666 


Four and a Half Hours Flames Have 
~ Their Own Way. 


HISTORIC SPOTS BADLY DAMAGED 


Entire Fire Department Brought Into 
Action Supported by Thousands 
of Police—Grrat Confusion 
During the Big Confla- 


gration. 


a 


London, November 19.—One of the most 
disastrous fires in London's history since 
the great fire of 1666 broke out in a large 
block of buildings lying eastward of Alders- 
gcte street and between that thorough- 
fare and Red Cross street just after 1 
o’clock this afternoon. 

The flames were fanned by a strong 
wind and were fed by highly inflammable 
stocks of Chr.stmas faney goods and Lim- 
sy dress materials of all descripti ms thet 
filled every floor of the six-story bulidings 
in the old street. Consequently the con- 
flagrution gained headway with surprising 
rapicity and was soun far beyond the pos- 
sibility of being checked by the few cng: nes 
which were eurly on the spx. For four 
and a half hours the flunm-es had the.r own 
way and it was only after riore than @ 
hundred engines had worked an hour that 
the chief of the fire brigade sent out the 
signal that the fire was under con‘rgl. 

At ll o’clock tonight the fire is <xt'li the 
scene of great excitement. Fifty engines 
are playing upon the ruins, wagons, «re 
hurrying up coal and tons of wat are 
pouring into the fiery debris. The scene 
must occupy the fire brigade for several 
days, especially in v.ew of the grave dan- 
ger of the collapses of shells of buildings, 
which fall now and again with a loud re- 
port. The lIgtest accounts indicate that 
nearly a hundred warehouses «have : 
destroyed, while the loss will vrobably «x- 
cee £3,000,0u0. ‘The historie church of St. 
Giles has been badly damaged, the princi- 
pal damage being to the roof, the u'd win- 
dows, the baptismal font ard M.lton’s 
statue. Hansell street was the scene of 
the outbreak of the fire, which was siarted 
by an explosion in connection with a gas 
engine on the premises of Walter Brown 
& Co., mantel manufacturers, at No. ® on 
that thoroughfare. The thi:d sicty of 
the factory was crowded with girls when 
the fire broke out. Tne frighteaed cyrra- 
tives rushed ‘to the roof of the buiklJing 
and from thence crossed to cther build- 
ings, so effecting their c@sape while the 
flames were pouring out of the basemont, 
In less than a quarter of an hour the 
tlames had envcloped the adjoining ware- 
house, and thence they leaped across the 
street to an enormous paper waren use, 
which was fully alight in less than ten 
niinutes. 


Genera! Alarm Sent Out. 


By this time it was evident to the fire- 
men that they were face to face with a 
great disaster aud a géneral alarm was 
sent out. Policemen also gathered about 
the neighborhood in great numbers. 

This display of strength on the part of 
the police was required, as the crowd, 
swelling in size every moment, scon 
amounted to tens of thousands of people, 
and the firemen required the greatest possi- 
ble freedom of action, as their fight was one 
of the utmost difficulty, owing to tne 
narrowness of the oki, crooked streets, 
which are the features of ‘hat part of 
London, combined with the height of the 
warehouses, which cut off the firemen trom 
all fair chance of confin.ng the outbreak. 
Yhe excitement among the onlook-rs, who 
crowded every possible point of view, + 4s 
very great, as may be judged froin the 
fact that firemen had to be repeair lly res- 
cued by their comrades by “he aid of tire 
escapes from buildings which had caught 
fire after the firemen had moun ‘ed to the 
roofs to fight the flames in adjo.aing siruc- 
tures. 

The rescue of operatives by the firemen, 
the hurrying of husts of clerks v ho were 
trying to save books and valuable papers 
from the fire and the rushing here and 
there of many employees, who were 4i- 
templirg to carry to places of safety cest- 
ly merchandise or ¢iher valuables, mdded 
to the confusion. Then, aga-u, the heat 
was so intense that several firemen were 
cbliged to direct their operations under 
showers of water pourca upon th 1. 

But in spite of the exertions of the fire- 
men, the fire crept on stcaully unt'l Nich- 
oll square, which is situated at the far 
end of Hansell street, was reached 

At a little after 2 o'clock a dozen hure 
pipes. each with a twelve-foot spread, 
poured water into the blaze fium an oppo- 
site roof. from the street below and from 
the burning premises themselves, but it 
did not seem to have any effect. ‘The water 
rushed out of the windows and from the — 
ground floor like a waterfall, while tne 
flames leaped higher and higher, and «s the 
fluors fell in, the place still blazed, @ 
gigantic display of fire and smoke, till 
the building was completely gutted and 
the Walls keeled over. 


Trying To Save Effects. 


The confusion in the streets increased 
as the fire spread. Suddenly there vas an 
explosion of gas meters, sounding like the 
report of field guns, followed by a im0o- 
meritary hush. After that the w.ld rush- 
ing here and there was resumed with in- 
creased energy. Men risked their Lves in 
desperate efforts to save day books, ledg- 
ers, feathers, jewelry, valvavle chiua wate, 
ets. One man actually bazarded his life 
to fetch his hat and cane, two hundred 
feet of stonework and glass fall'ng at his 
heels as he emerged from the bu‘iding. 

Several firemen were almost buried in 
burning ruins. while tons of flery matter 
were falling in every direction, making ft 
impossible to foresee where the conflagra- 
tion would stop, as roof after roof caugh: 
fire and window frames all about the 
scene began to smoke.

CURRY IN A LUNATIC ASYLUM. 


Closing Chapter in a Bloody Ken- 

tucky Tragedy. 

Lexington, Ky., November 19.—(Spectial.)— 
The incarceration of Dan Curry in the 
state asylum for the insane at Anchorage 
last week marks the closing. chapter in 
one of the bloodiest tragédies that ever 
stained Kentucky’s so'l Dan L. Curry is 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. M. W. Curry, of 
Harrodsburg, and is a brother to Lewis 
Curry, the former Indian agent at Uray, 
Wtah. His uncle, Jameg A. Curry, ef ths 
city. is one of the most distinguished lay- 
men in the Presbyterian church in Ken- 
tucky and is one of the board of curators 
of Centre college. the noted Presbyterian 
institat.on ftocated at Danvilk. Young 
Curry became a commercial! traveler short- 
ly ney attaining h.s majority, about ten 
years ago and has traveled extensively 
ever since. He met Miss Mattie Singleton, 
of Corhin. Ky., four or five years ago 
and it was a case of love at first sight. 
John Corley, of Lehanon. Ky., was a 
suitor for Miss Singleten’sa hand. ile was 
a wdower about fifty years old, and like 
Curry. was’ a commercial traveler. Miss 
Mattie told ner elder su.tor that she é@id 
not love him.as a wife ought to love hér 
husband. but that she did love Curry. 
Thereupon Corley told her that he heped 
she would not marry Curry: that re wes 
very wild and would mkke her life mis- 
erable should she become his wife. She 
did not take Corley’s advice. bu? married 
Curry and for awhile lived happ ly with 
him at Corbin. Then he begin to ér:nk 
and to stay away all night, pleying cards, 


| when he would be home from his trips 


She would upbraid him for h’s bad creat- 
ment and would refer to the warning John 
Corley had given her. This preyed on 
Curry’s mind until one day in the latter 
part of last June he determined to slay 
the man who had, accord ng to bis belief, 
no soned the mind of his wife again<? h‘m. 

There was a big gathering in Corbin on 
that beautiful June day. The corner 
stone of a church Was being Jaid. Corley 
was in attendance and had just invited 
several lady friends to accompany him to 
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Corley went back tothe 
ea them that he had to ce 
with Mr. Ourry to-attend to a matter of 
business, and that he would be unable to 
accompany them to dinner. The twa men 
walked away together toward Curry’s 
house. They were seen by numerous }er- 
Sons and Curry seemed to be on the nest 
friendly terms ‘with his brother drummer. 
Upon reaching Oye house the two were 
seen to enter a in a few minues five 
pistol shots were heard. Inves'igation 
showed that Curry had emptied his revol- 
ver into the body of Corley, killing h'm 
instantly. The shooting was done sp the 
living room of their cottage and in the 
presence of Curry’s wife, who was holdirg 
her baby in her arms. The testimony of 
Mrs. Curry. under the laws of Kentucky, 
could not be used against Curry, tut all 
the circumstances of the case showed it 
to be a most cold-blooded murder. Curry 
claimed that*Corley had made some in 
auiting remark to his wife while on a 
train a few days prior to the killing, but 
as Mrs. Curry could neither testify for ror 
against her husband, his statement ag 
not corroborated. He was placed in jail 
at Williamsburg, where he has remained 
ever gince. At one time it was ieaved he 
would be lynched, but tne mob was per- 
suaded to let the law take its course in his 
case, although they took froin the Jaf) 
one Sullivan "and lynched him. 

About the Ist of September it was not:ced 
by the jailer dnd those who visited Curry 
that his mind had given away. Hewas al- 
ready a physical wreck, due to his ex- 
cesses, and he has been gradually givirg 
way montally ever since. About a week 
ago it became apparent to the officers of 
Whitley county that the jal was ro ;lace 
fom the ‘nsane murderer and o45n_ Ilsst 
Wednesday he was adjudged a tunatic ard 
crderea sent toa the Anchorage ‘asylum. 
The physician who has been att2ading lnm 
savs he cannot Hive long.

WIPED OUT BY FIRE 
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crowds were still further enlarged until 
it was estimated that many hundreds -of 
thousands of people surrvunded the big 
fire.

By dusk the picture presented was ex- 
tremely brilliant. Four sirects were blaz- 
ing on both sides aud there was plenty to

ers in betting as to whether or noi the 
venerable tower of. St. Giles’s church covli 
stand the hall of sparks and burning trag- 
ments with which. it was enveloped. 

There was no abatement of the blaze be- 
fore 3:3 p. m. Then the check came. in 
Jewin street and in Well strect, where the 
ecllapse of a wall on the right hand side 
of that thoronghfare was the means of 
saving the last building im the street. The 
width of Red Cross street, a comparailve- 
ly broad thoroughfare, also formed a bar- 
rier there. 

The constable whu first detected the 
flames blew h's whistle loudly for assist- 
ance, but several minutes elapsed before 
tho alarm was heard by any of his com- 
rades. So soon as assistance reached him, 
the officer was dispatched to summon the 
fird brigade. But here again -fhere Was an 
unatcountable delay of twenty m nutes be- 
foré the first engine appeared. “‘iLhen the 


fearful dimensions’ of the fire were appa- 


rent and it was déeiided to vireulate a call 
throughout the whole metropolitan 

trict. 

Amount of the Losses. 

It is officially reported that 1500 ware- 
houses have been gutted. A later estimate 
of the damage done places the amount at 
nearly £5,000,000 sterling ($25,000,000). 

Nearly all the British fire insurance com- 
panies are invo.yved and ffire insurance 
shares vere practically unsalable on the 
stock exchange yesterday afternoon (Fri- 
day) after the fire was well under way. 

Nearly 300 telephone wires have been ¢ut, 
thus interrupting communication with 
many of the big provincial towns. The fire 
will cause an enormous advance in the 
price of ostrich fetahers which rose 30 per 
cent last evening (Friday). Two feather 
firms alone haye lost £15,000 sterling (§$75,- 
000). 

The Burned District. 

London, November 20.—4 a. m.—A very 
large force of firemen and about twenty 
engines have been working at a high 
pressure all night. The district ravaged 
by the fire is bounded by Aldersgate street, 
Red Cross, Maiden Head court and Brad- 
ford avenue and includes the intermediate 
streets of Jewin: Hamséll, Well and Ed- 
mund and Jewin Crescent and part of 
Australian avenue, Pauls alley, Cripple 
Gate church yard, Wood street square,

Mrs. John A. Logan Now Legal Pro- 
tector of the Cuban Girl. 

Washington, November 19.—An order was 
issued by the orphans’ court today making 
Mrs. John A. Logan guardian for Miss 
Evangelina Cossio y Cisneros. The pro- 
ceedings in court were very brief, but the 
senorita’s appearance created much inter- 
est. 

The petition for guardianship set out that 
Miss Cisneros has declared her intention 
to become a citizen of the United States 
so far as the law allows, and that she in- 
tends to enter an institution of learning in 
this city and to hereafter remain a. resi- 
dent of Washington. The petition also 
cites the incarceration in a Spanish prison 
of her father, Jose Augustin Cossio y Ser- 
rano, and that there is no time fixed for 
his release, and that there is reason to be- 
lieve it will be a long time before he is 
liberated; Tf at all. 

The case was before Judge Hagner, of 
the orphans’ court, and Mrs. Macias, whose 
guest the young lady now is, acted as her 
interpreter.

said Evangelina is now under confinement 
as a prisoner on the island of Cuba, and

Porsult of a Desperate Negro in an 
Alabama Town. 


POSSE LOCATES THE CRIMINAL 


Heuse Surrounded When Officers Make 
Dreadful Mistake. 


THEY FIRE UPON ONE ANOTHER 


Officer Peppers Riddled with Shot and 
Falls to the Ground—The Crimi- 
nal Escapes in the Melee. 


Columbus, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
News was received today of'a singular 
mistake which came near having a tragic 
ending at Uhland, Ala.,° yesterday. 

A desperate negro having shot another 
at Crawford, Ala., & warrant against him 
for assault with intent to murder was 
placed in the hands of the sheriff, who with 
a posse of four men started out after the 
criminal. The negro had sworn that he 
would never. be captured alive, He was lo- 
cated by the officers in a house near Uh- 
land and the building was immediately sur- 
rounded. The sheriff and Frank Pepoers, 
one of the posse, went to the back of the 
house to prevent the desnperado escaping in 
that direction. Tor some reason the sheriff 
sent Peppers around to the front of the 
house again. As Peppers turned the corner 
of the house he was perceived by Gus 
Farrows, another member of the posse, 
who thinking it was the negro who was 
trying to escape, blazed away at his broth- 
er officer with a double-barreled shotgun. 
The understanding had been that Peppers 
should remain pbchind the house, and 
hence the mistake. Pappers fell to the 
ground and Farrows was about to pour 
a load of buckshot into him if he attempt- 
ed resistance when he happened to perceive 
his mistake. 

Most of the shot lodged in Peppers’s arms 
and ‘although he is seriously wounded he 
will probably recover. The sheriff, hearing 
the shot, rushed around the house, thinking 
that the negro was escaping. In the midst 
of the confusion the negro slipped out the 
back door and escaped. 


HELD AGAINST THEIR WILL. 


Three Philadelphians Tell a Strange 
Story in Savannah. | 

Savannah, Ga., November 19.—Three dis- 
appointed men who recently left their 
homes in Philadelphia and accompanied a 
party of laborers to Jobn’s Island, 8. C., 
for the purpose of working in the phos- 
phate mines of that place, arrived in Sa- 
vannah yesterday and brought a pitiful sto- 
ry about the treatment they received at 
the hands of Italians who control the work 
‘jin the mineg. 

The men are Harry Edwards, Edward 
J. Quinn and Anthony Hines. They were 
hungry and exhausted, having walked the 
entire distance from John’s Island to Sa- 
vannah. about one hundred miles. 

The story of the men is that they re- 
cently joined a party of laborers who were 
going to the phosphate mines to work, 
having been engaged by the Pennsylvania 
Employment Exchange at Philadelphia. 
They claimed that a contract was entered 
into before they left their homes which 
stipulated the amount of railway fare they 
would be expected to repay the company 
putting up the funds to send them to the 
mines. 

Edwards says the guards, all of whom 
are Italians. got wind of the intention of 
the men to leave. A close watch was kept, 
and they were told if they attempted to 
leave before the amounts advanced by 
the company had been settled, violent metih- 
ods would be adopted. He said the guards 
pulled their revolvers and threatened to 


_sphoot the first man who made a break, 


but Edwards and his companions kept a 
weather eye out for a chance to get away 
and succeeded in escaping. Another party 
also made an effort to escape with them, 
but was overtaken in the woods and car- 
ried back at the point of a shotgun. 


A FIRE IN LAWRENCEVILLE. 


The Business Part of the Town Came 
Near Being Destroyed. 

Lawrenceville, Ga., November 19.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The most disastrous fire that this 
place has ever had started this morning at 
7 o'clock. The town has been in a fever of 
excitement all today, owing to the narrow 
escape of the whole business portion of the 
town. & 

The fire started in the large two-story 
brick store of M. B. Ewing & Son, which 
was totally destroyed, including his entire 
stock of general merchandise. They esti- 
mate their loss at $10,000. They had no in- 
surance. The Lawrenceville bank, which 
adjoins the Ewing building, was a total 
loss, including their furniture and fixtures. 
They saved all of the books and valuable 
papers that were not in the vault. The 
vault has not been entered, but it being a 
substantial structure, there is no fears en- 
tertained as.to the loss of the money and 
other valuables deposited in it. An expert 
is expected tomorrow to open the vault. 
The bank Was fully covered with insur- 
ance. By a desperate and heroic effort on 
the part of the citizens the large two- 
story building of G. W. & A. P. Cain, ad- 
joining the bank, was saved, though it 
caught several times. Their principal loss 
was caused by the removal of their stock 
of goods into the street. The frame store 
of Robert Craig caught several times, but 
was extingutsed. This principal loss was 
to furniture in the dwelling adjoining the 
store, caused by removal. 

The cause of the Are is unknown. The 
only loser by today’s fire is M. E. Ewing & 
the balance being covered by insur- 
M. E. Ewing is one of the town’s 
wealthiest men, and though the loss is 
heavy, he is ablé to stand it.

WORKING ON FORTIFICATIONS. 


Contractors at Tybee Will Soon Com- 
plete the Work. 

Savannah, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
Although it is declared there have been 
no official orders on the subject, nor any 
verbal instructions, it is nevertheless a 
fact that the work on the fortifications et 
Tytee is being pushed forward rapidly, 
and the contractors now expect to finish 
the new concrete fort befcre the expira- 
tion of the time allowed them by contract, 
which is March 3ist. 

The heavy concrete batteries beh‘'nd 
which will be sheltered the heavy cight- 
inch disappearing guns are tivarly com- 
pleted, and though none of the guns. are 
ncunted they are there so that in case 
of any emergency they could be put to 
use on short notice This appears to be 
in line with the palicy the war depart- 
ment Is following all over the country, that 
of pushirg work on the coast fortifica- 
ticns as rapidly as possible. 

So far only three of the eight-inch guns 
which will glare over the Tybee battle- 
ments have arrived, but they are on tho 
scene of the fortifications and if the ser- 
vice of cne of them was needed it could 
be put in shape for firing within twenty- 
four hours. Only one of the disappear:ng 
carriages has as yet been received, and a 
shipment of one more eight-inch gun and 
three disappearing carriages from the 
proving. grounds at Sandy Hook is looked 
for any day. 

These three guns were made by the 
Bethlehem Steel -works and sent from 
there to Sandy Hook, where they were 
tested before being sent south. Having 
lost four of these guns by the sinking of 
@ schooner off Tybee, the government 
wisely shipped the guns sent to replace 
them by rail, thus averting the danger of 
@ second similar loss. The eight-inch gun 
weigh twenty tons and cost about $12,000, 
so the value of the four which were lost 
was in the neighborhood of $50,000. 

It is probable that one of the guns will 
be mounted on its carriage within a few 
days, and the others can be mounted with- 
in a short time after the carriages arrive. 
These guns will have a range of some- 
thing like 225 or 250 degrees and are ex- 
pected to protect every entrance that 
leads toward Savannah. One of them can 
put a shot into a warship several miles 
distant. The project for the fortifications 
On Tybee includes ulso two twelve-inch 
disappearing guns and a mortar battery, 
but the appropriations for these have not 
yet been made available. In any emergency 
however, it is believed the harbor can be 
amply protected with the four eight-inch 
guns and the mining casemate at Fort 
Pulaski, from which torpedoes can be 
strung throughout the channel near the 
mouth of the river on short notice. 


In a Disabled Condition. 


Brunswick, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
The British steamship<General Booth from 
Bremen reached Brunswick tonight in a 
disabled condition.. She was towed into 
quarantine by the tug Inca. The Booth 
was. twenty-four days out from Bremen, 
and her delay was generally attributed to 
some accident occasioned by bad stress of 
weather. She has a cargo of kainit for. A. 
F. Churchill, and is chartered to load cot- 
ton from Savannah for the continent. The 
full extent of her trouble will be learned 
tomorrow. 


Wants His Gold Assayed. 

Savannah, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
J. O. Robinson, of Canton, Ga., came here 
today with several hundred dollars’ worth 
of gold from Cherokee unty, which he 
brought to Mr. B. F. Fikney, chemist, to 
have assayed. Mr. Finney having had so 
little use for his furnaces during the las. 
year, did not have them in shape to do the 
work, and Mr. Robinson was compelled to 
go elsewhere. He came here on account 
of his friendship for Mr. Finney. He says 
he will probably take the gold to Atlanta 
and endeavor to have it assayed there.

policies. They have secured 500 signatures 
in one day. Every policyholder here op- 
poses the measure and in not one instance 
has there been a refusal to sign.

Laying in a Cotton Supply. 


Columbus, Ga., November 19.—(Special.)— 
The receivers of the Eagle and Pnenix 
mills are taking advantage of the present 
low price of cotton to buy a supply for the 
mills to last until next fal. Recently the 
receivers borrowed money with which to 
buy 4,000 bales and petitioned the federal 
court for permission to make arrangement 
to get 7.000 bales more. Today an order 
signed by Judges Newman and Pardee was 
received confirming the action of the re- 
ceivers and authorizing the borrowing of 
more money with which to buy cotton. 
The mills now consume between 1,300 and 
1,400 bales of cotton per month.

WANTS ESSAYS ON TOBACCOS. 


Secretary of Agriculture Will Issue a 
Series of Farmers’ Bulletins. 
Washington, November 19.--'The secrelary 
of agriculture proposes issuing a series of 
farmers’ bulletin on tobacco and has ias- 
sued a circular soliciting contributions from 
experts on the methods of cultivation on 
the expcrt tobaccos of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee and the marketing of tobacco. He 
promises to reward those whose contribu- 
tions are accepted, at the rate of $15 per 
thousand words, but suggests that nao one 
essay should contain more thaa 10,000 
words. The papers ere to be submitted 
to the secretary not later than Mareh 3i, 
1898. The circu’ar issued gives the follow- 
ing directions for proceedirg with the 

work: 

L. Method of cultivation—This should treat 
of practical work as dune in the different 
districts as follows: Selecting the seed; 
the seed bed and how Drepared in the diffcr- 
ent tobacco districts; the time and manner 
of sowing the seed; the time and manner of 
setting out the plants; the cultivation, fer- 
tilization, topping and cutting; protection 
from insects and disease. oe 

®. Export tobaccos of Kentucky and Ten- 
nessee—T his should treat particularly of the 


‘types and characteristics of tobaccos adapt-

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CONTROL OF HIGHER EDUCATION 


Rumors That Ludochowski Will Give 
Way to Satolli Causes Discussion. 
Washington, November 1$.—Recent un- 

official reports from Rome to the effect 

that the control of higher education in 
the United States had been transferred 
from Cardinal Ludochowski to Cardinal 

Satolli, are not confirmed in those quarters 

here which would be most likely to know of 

such an important move. The report has 
occasioned much comment in high ecclesi- 
astical circles, as it is felt to relate directly 
to the control.of the Catholic university of 

America, located here, and to some extent 

to be a phase in the recent Shroeder con- 

troversy which agitated ‘the university and 
the American bishops. 

Tt appears that there are two auxiliary 
bodies at the vatican, one the congrega- 
tion of the propaganda and the other the 
congregation of studies. They constitute 
the two powerful administrative forces of 
the papal establishment. Cardinal Ludo- 
chowski is prefect or chairman of the con- 
gregation of the propaganda; Cardinal 
Satolli is prefect or chairman of the von- 
gregation of studies. As a general rule the 
congregation of studies has charge of uni- 
versities of higher institutions of learning, 


as well as the direction of the genera! course | 


of educational affairs within the church. 
an exception occurred, however, when the 
Catholic university of America was estab- 
lished, it being a new departure in this 
eountry and not regarded as similar to 
those Jong-established institutions urder the 
control of the congregation of studies. It, 
therefore, passed into the care of the con- 
gregation of the propaganda, where it hds 
remained up to the nresent time. This more 
particularly gave Cardinal Ludochowski a 
large measure of authority over the uni- 
versity at Washington, for as prefect of 
the congregation having it in charge, he 


shaped the policy toward it, and besides’ 


this, his persona) influence at the vatican 
is considerable, as he is commonly referred 
to as the right arm of the pope. 

The care given to the un‘versity under 
the congregation of the propagy ia and its 
influential prefect ts said to have Leen 
eminently satisfactory to the university 
authorities and the American bi31 ns. It 
is stated, however, that a movement was 
started i nthis country a few mouths ago 
to bring about a change so that thee ongre- 
gation of studies, with Cardinal fSatelli as 
prefect, should assume the care of the wii- 
versity. It was felt that this move might 
meet with much favor if urged in Korne, 
ow ng to the natural authority which the 
congregation of studics has over all uni- 
versities, and also because of the persona! 
familiarity of the American affairs, gained 
during his services here as papal deiegate. 
The movement caused some apprehens‘on, 
however, as it was said to involve perscnal 
featuras, including the status of Mon- 
signeur Schroeder and that element with 
which he has been identified. 

The movement has been attributed to that 
element which, it is said, fecls thet it 
has reason to expect greater consideration 
if the university is placed in the care of 
Cardinal Satolli and the congregation of 
studies, than it receive under its pres- 
ent direction by Cardinal Ludochowski and 
the congregation of the propaganda. On 
the other hand, those most closely identified 
with the university were desirous, it is 
understood, that the present administra- 
tion under Cardinal Ludochowski and the 
propaganda should continue. 

All the information reaching here is that 
the movement for a change has not been 
carried out, and that it is not lkely to be 
carried out. For this reason tne unofficial 
report from Rome that the transfer has 
been actually made, is discredite] by thcse 
most intimately familiar with the stb- 
ject. Should it be carried cut, it ts said 
that it will have an impor ant 1 flue: ce on 
the future of the university as well as in 
the dispos.tion of the ben-veder ~ s2. 

Cardinal Ludochowski is 4 Pole *» birth. 
but is generally regarded 2: :0t strorgly 
pro-German in hfs tendencies. Cczrdinal 
Satulli is thought to be favorable ta Mon- 
gwigneur Schroeder, although ‘here ws« 
some marked diffierence cf Opinion be- 
tween them when the cardinal was pzpal 
delegate here. It is understood that the 
Schroeder case is now before the vatican au- 
thorit‘es.” Archbishop Keane was due at 
Rome on November 6th, and has had ample 
time to report on this and the other qves- 
tion intrusted to him. There may be some 
delay, however, awaiting the arrival of the 
papers in the case. These were not taken 
by Archbishop Keane, but were forwarded 
to Nome a few days ago.

Cynthiana, Ky., November 19.—This, the 


third day of the nat‘onal fox hound trials. 
was a sort of dress parade day for the 
In the first place, there was no 
attempt at an early start, the hounds not 
leaving town until nearly § o'clock. 

A crowd of almost five hundred men an@ 
women on horseback gathered at the meet, 
which was about four miles nurth of town.

Vhen the forty-two all-age hounds were’ 


cast off in an open country, two ran riot 
and demoralized the pack. After a few 
minutes they were got tozether and stead- 
ied, then a move was made to the Licking 
river, about half a mile away.

After following the river a 
short distance it doubled back, ran along 
the wooded bank for about a mile and then 
turned up the hill and across the open 
country, where it made a couple of short 
circuits and succeeded in throwing ~ the 
hounds off. The loss was due to the wild 
rushes of the horsemen as much as to anys 
thing else. They crowded the pack, rode 
over the scene and practically spoiled their 
own sport, and any prospect of trying the 
hounds in a good run. 

The master of hounds got away from the 
horde and with a few followers and about 
fifteen hounds slipped across wo 
ravines, and some siow trailinz was done 
for the best part of an hour. Nothing 
coming of this, the hounds were taken back 
to the river. but without furth’ r result, and 
it was useless to try further under the cir- 
cumstances, and the hunt was declared off 
for the day.

It could not afford to haul three 
cars from Cincinnati here and on to Jack- 
sonville when one would hold all the pas- 
sengers who usually travel through. 

At Evansville there is only one line to 
Chicago and no complications would arise 
there. At Louisville there are three, the 
Monon. the Pennsylvania and the Big Four. 

The Queen and Crescent works Its Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago line to Chattanooga, 
where the Southern takes up the passen- 
gers and brings them on here. The South- 
ern is also running a car from here’ to 
Louisville. There is not enough Chicago 
business to warrant it in hauling two cars 
from Chattanooga to Everett City, 
although it does haul two cars from Chat- 
tanooga here, one. of them ccm- 
ing from Cincinnati and the other trem 
Lou'sviiie. as mentioned above. So it 
looks as though one of the three lines be- 
tween Cincinnati! and Chicago would have 
to be refused a through car below the 
Ohio river. 

The Queen and Crescent could take one 
line at Cincinnati and the Southern an- 
other at Louisville. The Chicago-Cincin- 
nati car ought to come to Atlanta and 
stop here. That would be a good fll the 
year rourd line. The Southern’s Louisville 
route could handle a through car trom 
Ch ecago for Florida during the season. 
The Louwtaville and Nashville’s Chicago car. 
which stops at Nashville now, could just 
as well be extended on to Atlanta tnd 
Jacksonville without change atiywhere. 

This would appear to be abnut the most 
equitable arrangement, but it wo#ild leave 
some one line above the Ohio out of the 
deal, because there are four lines between 
Chicago and Evansville, Louisville and Cin- 
cirmati and only three lines on this side. 
As it is impossible to make four go into 
three, one of the four will have to be shut 
out or some road will have to carry two 
cars, and none of them care to do that. 

The old agreement abont not bringing 
a car from Chicago to Atianta is a con- 
stant cause of complaint among travelers. 
The Louisviile and Nashville has through 
trains between Chicago and New Orleaps 
and so has the Iliinois' Central. The Lotis- 
ville and Nashville has a through car be- 
tween St. Louis and Atlanta and is about 
to extend that service on to Chattanooga 
by way of Augusta. 

The row which has sprung up may result 
in Atlanta getting two through cars to 
Chicago, one by way of Cincinnati and the 
other by way of Evansville. There is no 
demand for three through cars, but the 
Southern and the Louisville and Nashville 
each ma-ntains Atianta-Chicago sched- 
ules, requiring passengers to change cars 
either at Nashville, Louisville or Cincinna- 
ti. A through car is a strong card to offer 
a passenger, and if the route is a littie 
longer, he will often take the route which 
does not require him to change, The 
great trouble in settling this problem comes 
over the select.on of connections above the 
Ohio.

Stone Mountain failed to get the requisite 
two-thirds majority in the house yesterday

move the DeKalb courthouse canie up, and, 
unless the fickle legislature changes its 
lmind next week, Decatur will still be the 
‘ecurty site. The vote for the bill stood 
'80 to 6. On previvus ballots Stone Moun- 
tain. had repeatedly shown a two-thirds 
strength, but persistent and indefatigua- 
igle lobbying for Decatur finally saved the 
day, and every effort will. be made to 
prevent a reconsideration. Mr. Henderson

The victory for Decatur came after one 
of the most exciting sessions in the history 
‘of the Georgia legislature.

some of the members of the committee. 
They are thoroughly convinced that the 
trustees need roasting and that they cannot 
refrain from saying a few words about ths 
alleged mismanagement of the state’s prop- 
erty. This anti-university faction is bent 
toward one idea, and nothing will turn 
them from their purpose. They believe that 
the land scrip fund of $40,000 a year was in- 
tended for an agricultural school and that 
they should use it for no other purpose. 

They further believe that to better ac- 
complish the purposes of the fund the 
school should not be located at Athens, 
but should be removed from the influence 
of the other departments of education, pref- 
erably to Griffin, where it will be ciose to 
the experiment farm. This faction will sub- 
mit a report recommending that the funds 
be separated from the other funds now con- 
trolled by the university and that a sepa- 
rate board of control be created. The re- 
port will be almost similar to that made 
by the Blalock committee on the same 
question. 

Then there is another faction that also 
believes in removing the land scrip funds 
from the university proper, but they are 
opposed to taking the money from the uni- 
versity without replacing it. This faction 
is one of the smallest on the committee, 
but it is composed of able men. They be- 
lieve that the funds were intended for an 
agricultural school proper and should be 
used for that purpose; that the state uni- 
versity should not be made to suffer be- 
cause of the taking away of the funds, but 
should be given $50,000 a year from Georgia 
funds. This faction of the committee rep- 
resent#a very popular idea, but one that 


will hardly pass, because evén the men who | 


favor it are opposed to appropriating any 


more meney for .any sort of education in | 


the state. 
Won’t Take Away Any Funds. 

The other faction is composed of five of 
the twelve men of the committee. This 
latter faction will submit a report that is 
entirely in sympathy with the university 
trustees, and that will sustain them in 
every instance. The report will recommend 
that the government funds be used as at 
present and that no separation be made. 
Seven of the twelve committeemen are in 
favor of a separation of the funds, but 
they are divided as to whether or not the 
funds should be replaced out of the other 
Georgia funds. The division will furnish 
the house with three very lively reports. 
It will Ge one of the very rare instances of 
a committee disagreeing so widely. 

Pope Brown, who leads the fight for the 
separation of the funds, says that the state 
will lose the $0,000 a year if she does not 
use the money for a strictly agricultural 
school; that the members of the agricultu- 
ral committee of congress had, he under- 
stood, repeatedly written to Professor Hun- 
nicutt, of the agricultural college, that if 
Georgia did not settle the matter the con- 
gressional committee would be compelled to 
take it in hand. He ‘thinks that this means 
that they will take the fund from the state 
if it is not used for the purpyses intended, 
He will use this argument in the house 
when the final battle is fought. 

National Quarantine Favored. 

The finance committee did two highly in- 
portant things. It recommended for pas- 
sage the resolution of Mr. Knowles, of Ful- 
ton, that congress be memorialized and pe- 


 titioned to pass a national quarantine law 


that will place all quarantines under the 
control of the government. This measure 
is a very popular one, and nearly every one 
in hoth houses now favors the government 
quarantine, except the Chatham county r.p- 
resentatives.

Two Obnoxious Biils Killed. 

The bli introdueed by Senator Blalock 
to put telephone companies under the con- 
trol of the raiiroad commission met with 
disaster at the hands of the senate commit- 
tee on railroads yesterday. During the 
debate it developed that the bill was in- 
troduced by request. 

Mr. Albert Howell, Jr., attorney for the 
Bell Teiephone Company, made an argu- 
ment against the bill, producing facts and 
figures to show why the legislation was 
unnecessary and inadvisable.

THE HOUSE. 


Fills the Hall and 
Crowds the Lobby. 

A smell of blood was in the air of the 
capitol yesterday when the legislature con- 
vened. Every one knew that a great strug- 
gle was impending, and that the day’s 
proceedings would be marked by a batile 
of statesmen that would change the history 
of at deast two counties of Georgia. The 
house convened at the usual hour, but little 
or no work was done until the great Des 
Kalb county contest came up. The first 
hour of the session was devoted to the in- 
troauction’ of new bills, and one or two 
local measures were passed. 


McCall’s Portrait. 

One resolution provided for the purchase 
of the oil portrait of Mr. Hugh McCall. The 
resolution cited the facts that the honorable 
gentleman had done much for Georgia, and 
that it would be but a just and  well- 
deserved tribute to hang his portrait upon 
the walls of the state capitol together with 
the other illustrious statemen’s and soldiers’ 
pictures. The resolution provided that the 
state should appropriate $30 to pay for 
the picture, which is already painted. The 
portrait is from the brush of Mrs. J. R. 
Gregory, and is a beautiful piece of paint- 


of Coweta, offered a resolution 
providing for an appropriation out of the 
funds derived from the lease of the convicts 
of $2,000 to defray the expenses of the com- 
mittees that visited the convict camps, and 
and to pay the chaplains of the camps. 

A few other matters were offered for 
-tthe consideration of the house, and the 
time passed until nearly 10 o’clock, when 
the DeKalb county site contest was 
brought up. 

The discussion of the fight between De- 
eatur and Stone Mountain was Without 
doubt the most interesting and dramatic 
that has occurred on the floor of the house 
in a long time. The question, while not of 
such great importance in itself, was so 
managed as to put the house into one of 
the most peculiar and helpless situations 
ever experienced by that body. In fact, 
the matter proved too much even for the 
Georgia house of representatives, and it 
took several hours’ hard work to untangle 
the mixed and raveled conditions that at 
first prevailed. 

The First Move. 

Mr. Thomas, of Ware, moved to displace 
the regular order and taek up the DeKalb 
the regular order and take up the DeKalb 
Whipple, of Dooly, ruled that a three- 
fourths vote would be necessary. Some 
other members attempted to prevent the 
accomplishment of Mr. Thomas’s purpose, 
but he won. The vote was taken, but no 
quorum voted. The speaker ordered an- 
other vote. This time there was no quorum. 
Again the vote was taken, and 68 voted for 
the displacement of the regular order and 
22 voted against it. This not being a three- 
fourths vote, the motion was lost. 

Mr. Thomas now moved to make the bill 
indicated by nimself a special order for 10 
o’clock, which was only ten minutes dis- 
tant. There being a special order set for 
that hour, the DeKalb matter was set to 
immediately follow the special order for 
10 o’clock. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, who was the 
author of the bill that was the special order 
for 10 o’clock, said he was willing to with- 
draw his special order and give the Sione 
Mountain vs. Decatur county site bill a 
chance to come wp, as there was great 
anxiety for this matter to be settled. The 
chair ruled that he could not withdraw his 
special order, as the bill was in the hands 
of the house. Mr. Calvin then moved to 
displace his bill and give the precedence to 
the DeKalb contest bill. This was allowed. 

Contest Bill Up. 


At 10:15 o’clock the house began the con- 
sideration of the bill to change the county 
site of DeKalb from Decatur to Stone 
Mountain. The bill was read, and it was 
shown that three-fourths of the citizens of 


the county had voted for the removal of 


the county site. 
The Decatur Substitute. 
Mr. Boynton, of Calhoun, offered a gub- 


stitute which was to the effect that the 


| voting at the 


the polls because of a mistaken impression; 
that the election had not been properly 
called, and that it had not been legally 
held. The substitute declared that, as the 
election was not legal, the county ste 
should not be removed, and that the people 
Should hold another election. 

Mr. Boynton spoke on his substitute. He 
said he offered his substitute, first, in the 
interests of the economy of time and, 
second, in the interest of justice and equity. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, was in hearty 
sympathy with the substitute by Mr. Boyn- 
ton. He said that the appeal of the fricnds 
of Decatur was worth of the highest con- 
sideration. He said: 

“Mr. Speaker and Gentlemen of the 
House—I am heartily in favor of the sub 
stitute offered by the genticman frum Cal- 
houn. Ail I ask is that the gentlemen of 
this general assembly look at the facts of 
this case. 
of representatives is one that is entitled to 
a fair consideration from this body. 

‘The people of DeKaib county voted on 
this question under an act that was passed 
by this body to the effect that what Was 
necessary in order to remove the counry 
site was a two-thirds majority of the regis- 
tered votes of the county. That is, that 
every voter who was registered was to be 
taken into consideration, and that tle meas- 
ure must receive two-thiras of ail the reg- 
istered votes. Therefore, under that act, 
which was passed by this body, a man not 
election in reality voted 
against the removal. The people of DeKalb 
county, gentlemen of the house, voted under 
that act 

‘This ‘question then came up before cne 
judge of the superior court; that judge held 
that act to be constitutional, and that the 
will of the people of DeKalb county, as ex- 
pressed under this act of the legislature, 
had been carried out, and that it was 
against the removal of the county site froin 
Decatur. Then it was earried to the su- 
preme court and, for the first time, Mr. 
Speaker, the act of this body was declared 
unconstitutional. Therefore, this is the po- 
sition of the people of DeKalb county: 

***We voted, gentlemen of the general as- 
sembly, under a bill that was passed by 
you. We thought it was constitutional; 
the members of the house, a number of 
whom were lawyers, had declared it to be 
constitutional; it went to the senate and 
the senate said it was constitutional; it 
then went to the governor for his supervi- 
sion and approval, and the governor de- 
clared it constitutional; the question came 
up. before the superior court and the supe- 
rior court declared Jt to be constitutional; 
and when it went the supreme court, the 
highest judicial, power of our state, the su- 
preme court, for the first time, declared it 
unconstitutional,’ 

‘“‘Now, with that state of facts they come 
before you and say: ‘Will you permit us 
to be deceived and allow our will to be 
thwarted because we observed the direc- 
tions contained in an act of your body” 
That is their position, and I say it is un- 
controvertible. With that statement, will 
this body hesitate abovt it? If one of you 
gentlemen should instruct me in a private 
matter to act a certain way, and I acted in 
accordance with your instructions, and it 
afterwards developed that your instructions 
were erroneous, would you permit me, as 
an individual, to suffer? I venture the as- 
sertion that there is not a gentleman in 
this house who would permit it. How much 
greater, then, is the obligation upon the 
great state of Georgia'to maintain her faith 
with the people of her county who have 
been misled by observing the directions of 
your own act! 

‘‘Now, if the representatives from DeKalb 
were united in this matter, if they were 
voting together on this question, it being 
a county matter, I would vote with them. 
I should say, ‘Gentlemen, it is a matter 
for you to decide. You were elected be- 
cause of the peculiar confidence of the peo- 
ple of DeKalb county reposed in you.’ But 
the spectacle is presented of one represen- 
tative voting one way and the other voting 
the other way. Therefore, I say, it is a 
matter in which we must exercise our own 
independent judgment. 

“Decatur, for nearly fifty years, ever 
since the establishment of DeKalb county, 
has been the county site. The roads have 
been constructed with reference to the 
county site. Twice the number of register- 
ed voters are within a radius of Decatur 
that there are within the same radius from 
Stone ‘Mountain. Four times the taxable 
property is within the same radius from 
Decatur as within the same radius from 
Stone Mountain. A petition has been pre- 
sented to this house tearing the names of 
2.600 of DeKalb’s citizens, asking that the 
county site be not removed, and in that pe- 
tition of 2,600 names 1,600 of them were rig- 
istered voters at the time of the election. 

‘‘There were only about 800 votes cast at 
that election, and those votes were from 
Stone Mountain and vicinity. Therefore, 
with these 1,600 votes appealing to us, with 
a registration of 3.000 voters in the county, 
with your own act standing before the 
voters of DeKalb county to mislead them, 
I ask you whether we should impose upon 
these people the result of the deciston of 
the supreme court declaring the unconsti- 
tutionality ag your own act? 

“Now, do trust, gentlemen, 

wubstituts will be adopted. The 
attorney general says that in fif- 
ty days they can have another elec- 
tion. If that be true, if ths uncon- 
stitutional act is ont of the way, why 
should thé people of Stone Mountain. or the 
people of DeKalb county. object if we refer 
the matter back tot hem and say to them: 
‘Now, gentlemen, we recognize that you 
ave been under a misapprehension: we 
have been informed by the courts that our 
act which was the cause of vour being 
misled was unconstitutional, and therefore 
we will leave the matter with you, to be 
decided under an election. when you will 
not be laboring under any misapprehen- 

sion.’ Now, that sounds just. 

a however. you wish to insist on strict 
technicality, if you Want to say that an 
election has been held, then. gentlemen of 
the house, there is another point to which 
I will call your attention. The law re- 
quires that an election shall not be held 
within less than fifty days from the time 
the notice of it is given by the ordinary. 
Upon the very face of the bill, Mr. 
Speaker. upon the proofs now upon the 
clerk’s desk, it is apparent. that the elec- 
tion was held within less (ian fifty days: 
to-wit: forty-two days. 

“There is a case with which you all. 
doubtless, are familitr. where Shvlock made: 
a contract for his pound of flesh and the 
court said: “Well, you are asking that 
you be given the forfeit stipulated in your 
contract. Well and good. but vou shall 
demand no more. You may have the 
pound of flesh, but you shall not take one 
drop of blood. That as vour contract.’ 
Now, if these people dre unwilling to al- 
low equity to be done and to have another 
election held, then, gentlemen. they mus: 
fall themselves, because the election was 
held contrary to the acts of the legislature 
and of the constitution—was held within 
less than the fifty days required. and there-

unconstitutional.”’ 


Debate Shut Off. 

Mr. Dickerson, of Clinch. stopped the 
argument by calling up the previous ques- 
tion, which call was sustained. The cnair- 
man of the committee on county and coun-

bill favorably, was allowed twenty m:nutes. 
Mr. Dodson, the chairman, made a telling 
speech for the bill and in defense of his 
committee’s report. He showed that the 
sentiment in DeKalb was in favor of the 
removal to Stone Mountain. He said that 
upon a thorough investigation the commit- 
tee had become fully convinced that the 
election in DeKalb had been lega!. After 
making a very eloquent and forcible argu- 
ment Mr. Dodson divided his time with Mr. 
Thomas, of Ware. ‘Mr. Thomas said that if 
Mr. Boynton’s substitute was passed the 
people of DeKalb could not have another 
opportunity to settle the matter wtthin five 
years. 

Mr. Boynton asked if the house déclared 
the first election illegal the people could 
not hold another election. 

“Yes, but this body has no right to de- 
clare an election illegal. The supreme 
court has already deciared that the elec- 
tion was lega!. The legislature can make 
laws, but it cannot say what the law is. 
There is a plain law on the statute books 
that says these elections cannot be held 
except every five years. The election was 
legal and this body has no right to do 
otherwise than ratify the decision of the 
people of DeKalb.’”’ Mr. Thomas made a 
fiery speech in favor of Stone Mountain 
and the vote was then taken on Mr. Boyn- 
ton’s amendment. The amendment was 
Killed by the following vote: Ayes 66, 
nays 80. 

The report of the committee, which was 
favorable to the passage of Mr. Hender- 
son’s bill, was agreed to. 

This bill came up next. On this vote 
was centercd a thrilling interest. 
friends of Decatur and of Stone Mountain 
crowded the gallery. The friends among 
the house members were all over the cham- 
ber working and pulling for both sides. 
There was much discussion as to how many 
votes were necessary to pass Mr. Hender- 
son’s bill. Some contended that it would 
require a two-thirds vote of the whole 
house, which is 117. Others vaid that it 
would require only .a two-thirds voie of 
those voting.

American Outfits Abroad. 

The extraordinary progress which 
American electric science has achieved 
in recent years is substantially attested 
by the fact that street railway systems 
during the past decade have been con- 
structed by American electric engineers 
in J.ondon, Dublin, Bristol, Coventry, 
Paris, Berlin, Hamburg, Brussels, Aix- 
la-Chapelle, Dresden, Vienna and Buda- 
pest. 

In a recent article published in The 
Philadelphia Inquirer Mr. Robert P. 
Porter reviews at some length the prog- 
ress which American electric science 
has achieved in Europe, and declares 
that the various street railway systems 
specified above are either in charge of 
American electricians or of foreigners 
who have spent several years of study 
in the United States. In addition to 
these railway interests Mr. Porter points 
out three other lines of electric industry 
in which Americans distance all com- 
petitors: First, mining appliances, 
which include pumps, locomotives, 
hoists, blowers and kindred devices: sec- 
ond, appliances for the transmission of 
power, including the alternating current 
system, dynamos, transformers and other 
power machinery, a third, telephone 
and electric light appliances. 

To show the value of our foreign ship- 
ments of electric outfits and appliances 
Mr. Porter cites the following table 
showing the total receipts for the first 
seven months of last year:

Cotton Mills and the Tariff. 

It will be remembered that when Mr, 
Dingley, as chairman of the ways and 
means committee, announced that an au- 
topsy would be held on the resources of 
the country for the purpose of discover- 
ing how much could be ~° diverted 
from the pockets of the people for the 
benefit of those manufacturers who had 
contributed to the republican corruption 
fund, the first to respond to the sum- 
mons were the cotton mill men of New 
England. 

They swarmed down upon Mr. Dingley 
and took possession the committee 
room. When the WilsSon-Gorman tar- 
iff measure was going through the sen- 
ate process of filtration, the manufactur- 
ers of cotton goods were permitted tu 
write thetr uwn tariff schedule® This 
fact was stated in the debate, and was 
not disputed by anybody. But, some- 
how, the tariff didn’t work. The price 
of cotton goods continued to fall, and the 
manufacturers concluded that they had 
been altogether too modest. 

Therefore, when Hanna appeared in

They shoved their hands 
deep down into their pockets with an

grins. The manufacturers not only con- 
tributed to the corruption fund bur 
drummed their operatives into line by 
promises of more work and _ higher 
wages. : 

When Mr. McKinley was successful, 
these manufacturers were happy, but 
they did not allow their happiness to in- 
terfere with their business instincts. Not 
at all. They swarmed down on Mr. 
Dingley and enlarged upon their previous 
demands. In consequence the cotton 
schedules were made a good deal higher. 
Having, as they supposed, made all 
things secure they went home prepared 
to enjoy a long season of McKinley pros- 
perity. They set their spindles and 
looms to work and made things hum. 
The Wall street organs cried out: “Look 
what the gold standard has done for 
the country!” ‘The high tariff organs 
shouted, “Behold the results of a repub- 
lican tariff!” 

Well, we have looked, and we have 
beheld, and the result of it all is that 
after some months of the new tariff law 
we see the cotton mills of New England 
Their condition 
is such that it is described as a “crisis.” 
They are about to reduce wages once 
more, and in their wild anxiety are talk- 
ing about asking congress to pass a fed- 
eral labor law specially devised to pre 
vent outside competition with New Eng 
land cotton mills. 

Now, what is the trouble? It is not 
the tariff; the mills have prospered un. 
der all forms of tariff legislation. It 
is not the panic; they have passed 
through panics before. It is not south. 
ern competition; that has not yet 
reached the point where it can do seri- 
ous injury to New England. What is it, 
then, that has brought the price of cot- 
ton goods, in spite of the tariff, in spite 
of “republican prasperity,” and in spite 
of “sound money,” to the lowest level 
ever known? ; 

We need not go into the details of the 
results brought about by money that. 
has doubled and trebled in purchasing 


‘ power during the past twenty years—our 


readers are familiar with them; but we 
want to apply to these cotton manufac- 
turers the same arguments and illus- 
trations. which the republican editors 
and spellbinders applied to the working- 
men and wage-earners of the country. 
Suppose the price of their goods has 
gone down, has not the price of other 
things gone down in proportion? Sup- 
pose they are getting a dollar for the 
goods they used to sell for two dollars, 
will not the dollar they now get bring 
twice as much of everything as the dol- 
lar they used to get? Why do they 
complain? Why do they cry out “cri- 
sis?” Why do they complain at all? 


Our readers are familiar with this | 


form of argument. It was dinned into 
the ears of the workingmen day anda 
night. “Your wages have been reducea 
in name only, but you can buy so much 
more for a dollar than formerly that 
you are really getting more wages than 
ever before. Vote for ‘sound’ money.” 
It will be seen, however, that what w& 
sauce for the wage-earning goose is not 
sauce for the manufacturing gander, 
There.is too much pepper in it. It takes 
the hide off from lip to gullet. 

And it is well that this is so. If the 
manufacturers are Ifind to their own 
interests and those of the ecoduntry, let 
them suffer. But the remedy for their 
ills is a very simple one. 


The Two European Alliances. 

In the current number of The Nine- 
teenth Century Signor Crispi, late prime 
minister of Italy, comments at some 
length upon the two European alliances. 

The triple alliance, composed of Ger- 
many, ‘Austria-Hungary and Italy, is 
characterized by the ex-prime minister 
as bent upon maintaining peace. Says 
this distinguished authority: “Not one 
of the three allied monarchies hag any 
ulterior object to pursue. Their inter- 
ests are limited to the conservation of 
what they possess, and consequently to 
the refraining from putting their pos- 
sessions in jeopardy; and this they can 
do in no other way save by keeping the 
peace.” As to the dual alliance, com- 
posed of France and Russia, the ex- 
prime minister declares that it owes its 
existence to unsatisfied ambitions, and 
naturally draws down upon itself the 
suspicion of Europe. 

Coming from the late prime minister 
of Italy, this expression of opinion con- 
stitutes one of the most interesting con- 


tributions to the literature of the Euro- | 


pean situation. 
Is Santa Claus To Go? 

Is that genial old divinity, worshiped 
under the name of Santa Claus, destinea ‘ 
to go the way of all the earth? 

Just at present there seems to be 
something of a crusade taking shape in 
New York city against the time-honored 
custom of observing Christmas now in 
vogue; but whether this crusade springs 
from a feeling of hostility toward that 
mythological old hero who has been 
the author of so much genuine happiness 
in this world, or whether it owes its 
existence merely to the love of notoriety 
which is characteristic of the big me- 
tropolis, dces not appear from fhe mea- 
ger information which has come to hand. 
More than likely the dull season of 
quietude which has followed close upon 
the recent fight for mayor explains the 
present agitation. New York is never 
at a loss for something to amuse her. 

As a pretext for routing old Santa 
Claus from the world it is claimed that 
the observance of Christmas according 
to the immemorial custom which has 
come down to us from the firesides ot 
our German ancestors, is not in keeping 
with the religious spirit of the day, and 
should, therefore, be abandoned. As the 
season commemorates the advent of the 
world’s Messiah, it is claimed that re- 
ligious feelings solely shonld dominate 
the Christmastide. Is this objection 
tenable? When the angels announced 
the birth of Christ to the shepherds who 
were tending their flocks on the hills of 
Bethlehem, did they not exclaim that the 
message which they brouglit was one of 
glad tidings? Such being the case, it 
seems to be wholly inconsistent with 
the character of this angelic message 
that mirth and joy should be excluded 
from the Christmas season. But the 
argument does not rest solely upon this 
fact. On the day of the nativity, ac- 
cording to the gospel narrative, wise 
men from the east brought presents of 
gold and frankincense and myrrh ano 
laid them at the feet of the infant Sa- 
vior. This constitutes the warrant for 
the custom of giving presents to the 
young at Christmas time: and, in con- 
nection with the present crusade which 
is being made against it. special empha- 
sis should be laid upon the fact that the 

-custom was instituted by wise men. 
Moreover, since the Savior Himself, both 


in His life and death, sublimely exempil- | | 


bestowing gifts upgn the young in com- 
-memoration of the Savior’s birth? 

Of. course, Santa Clanug himself is a 
myth; but if no greater fraud than this 
is ever perpetrated upon the world, there

nothing whatever to mar its happiness. 
Of all the seasons of the calendar, the 
one most precious to the heart and mem-~- 
ory of childhood is the one associated 
with the yearly visits of old Santa Claus. 
This world is prosy enough already in 
the heartaches and tribulations 
beseam it; and why-rob it of te few 
well springs which gladden i 

places? What tne heart of min yearns 
‘for is more of the genial warmth end 
cheer which comes witfi the Christmas 
season, melting the icicles which have 
found their way into his life and making 
him young again. The present method 
ot observing Christmas is deeply rooted 
in the world’s affection; around it clus- 
ter memories of the purest leaf and fra- 
grance; and, though coupled with inno- 
cent deceit in the harmless superstition 
of old Santa Claus, it is destined to tri- 
umph over all the crusades which can 
possibly be waged against it. The New 
York movement savors more of puritan- 
ism than of wholesome piety, and is not 
apt to survive the Christmas season 
which is now approaching. 

The Constitution enters a warm plea 
for childhood’s favorite divinity. As to 
the blowing of horns and the popping of 
firecrackers, these undoubtedly war’ upon 
the spirit of the day’s observance, and 
should be abandoned; but let old Santa 
Claus alone. Let the merry old gentle- 
man continue to urge on his imaginarv 
reipdeers and to make his fabled circuits 
of the globe; and if the world is enabled 
in this way to forget its sorrows, the re- 
cording angel will lightly scan the 
wrong!

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Speaking of the rfecent Furopean tour 
of the king of Siam, The New York Trib- 
une says: “He visited Europe in hope of 
enlisting European sympathy in his behalf 
that might aid in preserving his realm from 
spoliation. That hope hd not been realiz- 
ed, and he goes back to’Stam with the de- 
pressing conscicusness that he is left to 
stand alone against:an overwhelming force” 
which will presently swallow up the meager 
remnant of his kingdom which is now left 
to him. A few years ago France seized a 
large share of Siam. She is now about to 
take the bulk of what is left. while Great 
Britain may credibly be expected to assume 
control of all the remainder. ‘lhe French 
annexed, as will be remembered. the whole 
east bank of the Mekong, and compelled 
the Siamese to agree not to fortify any 
place within twenty kilometers of the west 
bank. Now they demand that the ur forti- 
fied: zone shall be indefinitely extended at 
their pleasure; in brief, that Siam shall not 
construct any fortifications anywhere with- 
out French permission. .That ig a pretty 
hard condition to impose upon a sovereign 
State. Ii destroys its sovereignty, and re- 
duces it to the rank of a vassal. Nor is 
that all. The further demand is mare 
that French authority shall be paramount 
wherever tkrere are French proteges, not 
alone Frenchmen, but any natives who 
have embraced Christianity according to 
the creeds cf France. As such may be 
found scattered all over Siam, the effect of 
this demaud, if enforced, would evidently 
_be French sovereignty. over the whole 
country. Finally, it is demanded that the 
' Siamese governmert shaM take iuto its em. 
ployment in its administrative offices a 
large number of Frenchmen, so that the 
kingdom will be governei as well as owned 
by France.”

I have 
made no announcement and am simply try- 
ing to carry out the duties of my present 
office as best I may.’’

The situation is unchanged, and after all 
it is a question of wird and talk.

When this ts done he will intro- 
duce a resolution calling tor the appoint- 
ment of a committee, one from each con- 
gressional district, whose duty # shall be 
to take up all bills, listen to plans and 
afterwards to draft a bill offering their 
sclution. 

“This,” said Mr. Hall, “will put the re- 
spor sibility cf the question cn all sections 
of the state alike. It is an impartial meti- 
od zend I think will find the favor of all.” 


There is promise of aroiher hot time in 
the senate next week. The bill for the 
election of solicitor generals and judges 
by the people has been made a gspecial or- 
der of business for Wednesday. There are 
already premonitory signs of the fight to 
follow. 

Senator Hopkins, who introduced the bill, 
is confident of success and claims that 
the measure will go through by a sweep- 
ing majority. This will be the feature of 
next week’s session of the senate. 


The Boggs-Hunnicutt fraud groweth in- 
teresting.

A HIRED DESPERADO. _ 
One of the Most Remarkable Charac- 
ters of the West. 

From hTe St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

“Judge Alexander no sooner crosses the 
boundary into the territory of Oklahoma 
than all the desperadoes in that section 
take to cover,” said F. C. Sparks, of Kan- 
sas City, at the Planters’ last evening. “He 
has the reputation of being a dangerous 
man down in that country, and that means 
something in a place where every vther 
man one meets is likely to have a record 
of a half dozen notches on his gun. One 
wouldn’t take Alexander to be as blood- 
thirsty as an Apache to look at him, for he 
is a slim man, with sandy complexion, full 
red beard and mustache, dresses stylishly, 
and always smiles lilte a man who had been 
married but forty-eight hours. He is of 
middle age, and is as active an a panther. 
In Kansas City his reputation as a milid- 
mannered gentleman is superb—it is only 
in Oklahoma that he 1s eunsidered a ‘bad 
man.’ When Oklahoma was opened for set- 
tlement in 1888 “Mr. Alexander was then, 42s 
now. in the lumber business. He was one 
of the first boomers to jump imto the new 
land of promise and ‘cop up’ his due por- 
tion of the milk and honey by selling pine 
boards at 313 per cent net profit. During 
those boom days of ‘sooners’ and specula- 
tors in Oklahoma whole towns of 5,000 -pev- 
ple were laid out in a single day, and the 
pine-board business was better than half 
the gold claims in the Klondike... Mr. Alex- 
ander had a lumber yard in evety city and 
town in Oklahoma—he was, in fact, the 
lumber king of the new territory. He 
traded in town lots and even town sites on 
the side, and mixed in politics, too. For 
instance, he headed a procession of boomers 
that went into the Cherokee strip when 
that excitement was on, and in one night 
they laid off a town of white tents, covered 
wagons and staked lots. 

“Before morning a mass meeting of 1,000 
people in a circus tent elected Mr. Alexan- 
der mayor, and they christened the town 
‘Willow Springs.’ The next morning the 
United States troops came along and noti- 
fied the people that the president of the 
United States had not yet given the order 
for the settlement of the strip, and that 
they would have to skedaddle back to Kan- 
sas. So the first town of Willow Springs, 
with its 1,200 inhabitants, 1,300 dogs, Mayor 
Alexander and the entire city council was 
wiped off the map in a jiffy. 

‘‘All this time Mr. Alexander was wear- 
ing high-top boots, a sombrero, a brace of 
six-shooters, heavy spurs, ete., and was 
riding a bronco. When he wanted to do 
so he could look more dangerous than the 
Villain in a WDuteh drama. In those ex- 
citing times, Mme. Rumor says, Mr. Alex- 
ander was compelled to ‘take a shot’ at 
two or three obstreperous men, but he ad- 
mits himself that he never caused an in- 
crease in the population of a cemetery. 50 
far as marksmanship goes, Mr. Alexander, 
I take it, is something on the order of 
Mark Twain's character in “Roughing It,’ 
who shot at a target and killed a decrepit 
mule thirty yards to the right. But_ the 
people of Oklahoma didn’t know this. They 
said: ‘Why, this Kansas City feller’ll shoot.’ 
So they put Alexander down as a ‘bad 
man.’ He may have been running a bluff 
for aught I know. 

“But Mr. Alexander did something that 
few people were aware of, and thereby 
he could afford to be brave. He employed 
a body guard in the person of a notorious 
desperado, who, armed to the teeth with 
six-shooters, a winchester and a scaiping 
knife, accompanied him wherever he went 
—just like the lamb did little Mary. This 
desperado had killed seventeen men, and 
had ‘winged’ fifteen that he didn’t want to 
kill. Mr. Alexander had a written con- 
tract to pay this desperado $75 a month to 
protect his life, and, in the event the 
desperado was killed. he was to receive 
Christian burial at the expense of Alexan- 
der. In Oklahoma in those days this sort 
of protection beat life insurance all hol- 
low. The result was, that Mr. Alexander. 
ex-mayor of the twelve-hour-o!d town of 
Willow Springs, made money in Oklahoma 
and lived to be a judge in a horse show in 
St. Louts nine years later.” 


AQUATIC PATAGONIANS. 


Something About the Inhabitagts of. 


a Barren Region. 


Professor J. B. Hatcher, of Princeton uni- 
versity, who returned recently from.an €x- 
ploration of the interior of Patagonia, wis 
in Washington the other day, gays a corre- 
spondent of The St. Louts Globe-Democrat, 
for the purpose of depositing with the 
bureau of ethnology a collection of Pata- 
genian relics. 

His most interesting observations related 
to the aboriginal tribes, respecting some of 
which almost nothing was known. Of these 
not the least notable were the savages 
of the west coast, who are an aquatic 
people, living almost entirely in small open 
boats, which they construct with much 
skill out of large pieces of beech bark 
sewed together with sinew and flexible 
whalebone. Of the latter considerable quan- 


tities are thrown up along shore. — 

These ntives feed aimost exclusively on 
shellfish, which they pick up along shore, 
while the remains of an occasional seal or 
sea otter, cast up by the waves or killed 
with spears serves to vary the monotony of 
the diet. Probably among no other people 
in the world are the actual necessities of 
life so few. With no constant habitation-- 
no place of residence that can properly be 
called home—they move about from one 
sheltered cove to another. Their occupation 
of any particular locality is entirely de- 
pendent upon the abundance of edible mol- 
‘lusks and upon the weather, which dur- 
ing inclement periods may render a well 
sheltered spot desirable as a temporary 
village site. On a few earthen sods in the 
bottom of the family canoe is. Kept con- 
stantly burning a smal] fire, which al- 
ways seems just on the point of going out. 
About this fire they huddle when not engas- 
ed in collecting food. 

The climate is extremely cold, and’ fierce 
storms are constantly raging; yet 
strange people, instead of wrapping them- 


selves in furs. go almost naked. Some of | 
them are clad in scraps of cheap calico, | 


obtained by barter from the whites, which 
are fashioned into rude garments, the cos- 
tume of the women being a loose skirt sus- 
pended from the shoulders and falling be- 
low the knees. Others, through choice or 
necessity, cling to the primitive style of 
costume, which consists merely of a nar- 
row girth about the lotns. Te this is some- 
times added a piece of sealskin, held by 
thongs in such a way as to be readily shift- 
ed to any desired position as a protection 
against the wind. 

For shelter on land, notwithstanding the 
severe weather that prevails most of the 
time, thes aborigines erect structures 
scarce worthy to be called huts, consisting 
of a few branches of trees.

Janes M. Couper has lost his fight for 
he assistant pestmastership of Atlanta. 
udges Pardee and Newman, of the United 
ptates court, refused to grant an injunc- 
ion restraining Postmaster Smyth from 
busting Couper. Ed Blodgett, the adminis- 
ation ajpointee, who has been on the 
‘rxious bench for five days, has received 
tis Official berth at last and is cozily en- 
sconsed in the office of cssistant postmas- 
er. 
The decision was handed down at noon 
yesterday. The judges staie the United 
stvtes court’ has no jurisdiction over ths 
‘emoval or dismissal of employees by Urit- 
ed Siates postoflice ojficials. The real 
nerits of the case, therefore, as to whether 
Major Couper is protected by the civil ser- 
vice, was not decided. It is only a prece- 
lence of jurisdiction that has been estab- 
ished. 

Major Couper, however, still has a chance 
win. He may appeal his case to the 
tivil service commission, which is empow- 
red by congress to settle all such contro- 
ersies. When asked if he would take such 

course yesterday he replied that he had 
liven the matter little cottsideration and 
id not know whether ke would or not. 
| The ex-incumbent takes his defeat very 
fours rain, He finds no fault with the 


ourt’s ruling, and tlaims his action was 
éerely prompted by a desire for « test case 
father than of personal aggrandizement. 
He, of course, would like to have held the 
pffice, but his main object was to test the

“I have no fault to find with the ruling 
f the court,” said Major Couper, yester- 
ay afternoon. ‘I am afraid, though, all 
mployees of this office not subject to ex- 
mination have little protection. The post- 
taster could fire them whenever he chooses, 
otwithstanding they are under the civil 
‘rvice. I cannot say whether I shall ap- 
sal my case to the civil service commis- 
on or not. I have not given the matter 
uch consideration. I shall aid the new as- 
stant postmaster as far as possible in 
aking him acquainted with the office, and 
have nothing but the kindest feelings to- 
urd him and Major Smyth. Tomorrow I 
oii try to get another job. I do not think 
I shall ever enter politics again. I have 
been in tighter places, however, than this 
before. When I came home to my wife 
and baby after the war I had 25 cents in 
my pocket. I went to work and have never 
wanted for a dollar since. I want to say 
furthermore the civil service4%s a grand in- 
stitution, and should by no means be dis- 
pensed with.” 
The Decision of the Judges. 

The full text of the decision is as fol- 
lows: 


“James M. Couper vs. Wiljam H. Smyth, 
postmaster. United States court, north- 
ern district of Georgia. Bill for injunc- 
tion. 

“Ths United States circuit court in equity 
is without jurisdiction to restrain, or con- 
trol, United States postoffice officials in the 
removal of subordinate officials or em- 
ployees. 

‘We cite In re Sawyer, 14 U. 8S. 200, 
The equitable jurisdiction of the circuit 
courts of the United States is not enlarged 
by the civil service law of January, i883, 
or by any of the rules and regulations of 
the civil service commission thereunder. 
Interesting cases bearing upon these prop- 
ositions have been recently decided, though 
not yet officially reported. 

“In the supreme court of the Distgict of 
Columbia, Mr. Justice Cox, for the court, 
in an elaborate opinion, held that a court 
of equity is without jurisdiction to enjoia 
the postmaster general from removing the 
superintendent of mails from office. 

“In re Sawyer, supra., not since ques- 
tioned or modified, the supreme court de- 
cided upon principal and authority, as fol- 
lows: . 

“The office and jurisdiction of a court of 
equity, unless enlarged by express statue, 
are limited to the protection of rights of 
property. It has no jurisdiction over the 
protection, the punishment or the pardon 
of crimes, or misdemeanors or over the 
appointment and removal of public offi- 
cers. 

“In the circuit court of the United States 

for the northern district of Illinois, Mr. 

Tustice Jenkins (also filing an elaborate 

opinion) held that the circuit court of the 

United States, sitting in equity, was with- 

out jurisdiction to interfere with or con- 

trol the postoffice department in the tran 

fer or removal of employees, although such 
employees might be protected in their posi- 
tions by civil service law and the rules of 
the commission made thereunder. In the 
circuit court of the United States for the 
district of Virginia, Judge Jackson appears 
to have held to the contrary, holding that 
ex necessitate the ciroulit courts of the 

United States must take equitable jur sdic- 

tion. The only reference Judge J:.ckson 

makes to ex parte Sawyer supra is to quote 

a sentence from the dissenting opinion of 

Chief Justice Waite. 

“Ts assume such jurisdiction or to sus- 
tain a bill in equity to restrain or relieve 
against proceedings for the punishment of 
offenses or for the removal of pubtic of- 
ficers is to invade the domain of the court 
of common law. or of the executive and 
administrative department of the govern- 
ment. 

“Tt is equally well settled that a court of 
equity has no jurisdiction over the apnoint- 
ment and removal of public officers, 
whether the puwer 6f removal fs vested, 
as well as that of appointment, in execu- 
tive or administrative boards or officers. 
or is entrusted to a judicial tribunal. The 
jurisdiction to determine the title ‘to a 
public office belongs exclusively to the 
courts of law. and is exercised either by 
eertiorari. error or appeal. or by manda- 
mus. prohibition. quo warranto. or infor- 
mation in the nature of a writ of quo war- 
ranto, according to the circumstances of 
tha ease and the mode of proredure estab- 
lished bv the common law cr by statue.

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$240,000 IN CASH 
City Is in First Rate Financial Condition 
at This Time. 


Mayor Collier Is Satisfied with the 
Work Already Accomplished. 


IS ANXIOUS ABOUT WATER BOND ELECTION 


Hopes the Bill Authorizing It Will Be 
Passed Soon So Election Can Be 
* Held Next Month. 


The city of Atlanta 1s in first rate finan- 
cial condition, Mayor Collier and Chairman 
Peters, ef the finance committee, are well 
pleased with the firancial outlook and they 
say the city will quit the year ahead in a 
financial way. 

There is now in the treasury more than 
$740,000 in cash and money is coming in 
every day. The indebtedness of the city for 
ordinary running expenses yet to be pa‘d 
is small and when the year ends the usual 
churter funds will be intact and the indica- 
tions are that there will be a neat sum be- 
sides unappropriated. ; 

The perpetual charter fund is $175,000. 
This amount above the expenditures must 
be set aside every year and there is al- 
ready in the treasury far more than the 
amount. The expenses of the departments 
tor Noveniber and December must be paid 
yet, but there are several sources of reve- 
nue Which w'll bring in quite a large sum 
and when all expenses are paid in Decem- 
ber 3lst the cnarter fund will be on hand 
and there wil] be a surplus. 


Mayor Collier is alrea@®y beginning to 
think of the outleok for the city govern- 
ment next year and he will soon take up 
the several projects for consideration which 
have been put off for action in 1898. The 


present year has been a gratifying one and. 


many things have been accomplished dur- 
ing the administration of Mr. Collier, and 
Many others are under way. When the re- 
ports are made up and the data collected 
the mayor will prepare his annuai message 
showing that much work has been one, 
and that the city is in first rate condition 
in every way. It will show that the city 
is out of debt for ordinary expenses and 
that certain expensive improvements were 
made during 1897. 


--——— 


During this year the street improvement 
work, such as the laying of water mains 
and construction of- sewers, has been con- 
ducted on a systematic basis. A rule was 
adopted that no sewers should be laid on 
streets where there were no water mains, 
and in that way the sewer and water main 
work has been evened up and there are now 
few streets on which there are sewers and 
no water mains and vice versa. Mayor 
Collier has urged that this line of action 
be pursued and that no sewers be built 
where there are no water pipes. At the be- 
ginning of his administration there was a 
difference of several miles in this work. 


The Water Bond Election. 


Mr, Collier is very hopeful that the bill 
pending in the legislature to amend the 
charter of the city of Atlanta so as to 
authorize the holding of an election to ap- 
prove the issue of $200,000 in water bonds 
will be passed soon, so that the election 
ean be held in December. -Unless the bill 
passes before December Ist it will be illegal 
to hold the election in that month, because 
the law requires that thirty days’ notice of 
an election be given the people. 

Unless the election fs hela in December it 
will require an entirely a@ifferent registra- 
tion of tax payers and there will be difficul- 
ty in getting a sufficient number of legal 
voters to respond and register and vote for 
the bonds in another tax year. After Jan- 
uary Ist tax payers must swear that they 
have paid all taxes for the year 1897 before 
their names can be placed on the books 
and they are allowed to vote and after that 
date the number of voters legally entitled 
to cast a ballot will be far less that at this 
time. 

The voters who have paid taxes for the 
year 1896 are entitled to a ballot now and 
will be until December 3lst, regardless of 
whether “they have paid for 1897. Many 
have paid for 1896 who have not paid for 
1897 and consequently the number of legal 
voters will be smaller after January ist 
until late next year, after taxes are paid 
for this year now in default. For this rea- 
son the city authorities are anxious that 
the bill be passed at once, so that the elec- 
tion can be called for December. The bill 
is now pending in the house and has been 
reported favorably by that body’s commit- 
tee on judiciary.

The people of my section of the city have 
waited long and patiently for this im- 
provement and they believe they are justly 
entitled to it. I should like to see Alabama 
street extended, but if that cannot be 
done now I would be glad if the Mitchell 
street viaduct project can be carried out. 
What is needed is a safe and practical way 
to cross the tracks without longer en- 
dangering the lives and property of the 
people of a large section of the city.* 

“The west side people contend that the 
city has gone on making improvements in 
every section of the city, and at great 
cost, during many years past and that they 
have been promised this one great public 
improvement from year to year. They do 
not want to raise any sectional issue; they 
do not want to complain about what has 
been done for other segtions of the city. 
put they do believe the time has come for 
the city to recognize their needs and help 
them in this matter of vital interest to 
every citizen of the city. The west side is 
a thickly settled section of the city and 
the people over there are industrious and 
hard working citizens and they have not 
devoted as much cime“to clamoring for 
this and that improvement as have the 
citizens of some other sections, but they 
are as much entitled to consideration as 
any other. Something has always turned 
up just in time to bloca the progress of the 
movement to improve the west side by ex- 
tending Alabama street. Some reason has 
been found to use the money set aside for 
the purpose for another cause and from 
time to time the question has been rele- 
gated to the rear for the time being.

‘All candidates for office go in on the 
platform favoring this imtprovement. Coun- 
cilmen in every ward have promised to 
support it, mayors have promised to use 
their influence in securing the necessary 
appropriation, aldermen have been elected 
with the understanding that they would 
vote for the improvement and, in fact, 
everybody has pledged themselves to help 
the matter along, and many have tried to 
accomplish the purpose, but some obstacle 
always bobs up to prevent the carrying out 
of the scheme. It seems that long delay 
has disheartened our people and many of 
them are losing faith in the hope that they 
will be assisted at all. Why, when 
making my canvass for the nomination fe- 
cently I encountered citizens who told mée 
they had about decided to support no one 
for office at all. When asked why they re- 
plied that it did not seem of use, as there 
had been nothing accomplished, although 
men had promised them support in every 
ward in the city.

Commissioners Decide To» Pay County 
OMicers Insolyent Costs, 


CANDLER ROASTS COURTHOUSE 


Solicitor Hill Says Basement Caused 
Judge Clark’s Death. 


ARMISTEAD’S BILL WAS NOT PAID 


It Has Been Referred to the County 
Attorney for a Written Opinion 
as to the Law. 


The board of county commissioners met 
yesterdgy morning in special session to 
take up and discuss several questions 
which had been referred at the last meet- 
ing to the finance committee. The session 
yesterday was red-hot and was of the fire- 
works order. 

The courthouse building was condemned 
in the severest manner by Judge Candler, 
Solicitor Hill and all of the commissioners 
except Mr. Palmer, who had nothing to 
say upon the subject just at that time. 

Judge Candler asked that a room be 
rented somewhere in the city so that he 
could hold court. He declared the base- 
ment was no place for a court or a jury 
and he did not think the ends of justice 
could be met as long as the present miser- 
able quarters were forced upon him. 

Several questions relative to insolvent 
costs and the return of taxes were dis- 
cussed and a number of sensations were 
sprung during the session. 

It was ordered that the insolvent costs be 
paid the solicitor general, the clerk of the 
court and the sheriff. 

Just as the meeting adjourned a cal] was 
made for the building committee to meet 
next Tuesday at noon to discuss the plans 
and specifications now being prepared for 
the new courthouse. 


BOARD WILL -PAY 
THE INSOLVENT COSTS. 


When the session was called to order 
yesterday morning all the commissioners 
were in their chairs. Judge Candler was 
present at the reguest of several members 
of the board and Solicitor Charley Hill 
was there to hear the discussion about in- 
solveut costs. which it had been announced 
by the elerk would be taken up and dis- 
cussed by the board. 

Chairman !forrest Adair asked what was 
before the ooard. Commissioner Spalding 
stated that the sassion had been especially 
called for the purpose of looking into the 
payment of the insolvent costs. 

“{ think«I am interested in that,” said 
Solicitor Hill. “If it has anything to do 
with persons who are insolvent 1t am in- 
terested, for I know I am fnsolvent.”’ 

When Solicitor Hill was called upon by 
the board to explain just the sttuation of 
this question he stated that it was always 
unpleasant for him to talk about matters 
in which he himself was so vitally interest- 
ed, but that he thought it was due himself 
that he talk the matter over with the com- 
missioners and show them just what he 
wa®making oui of the office. 

“T see it has teen published in the news- 
papers,”’ said he, ‘‘that I was enjoying a 
veritable Klondike here in the. courthouse. 
This is all wrong, and it has brought about 
a line of creditors that I had forgot 
about. Everybody seems to think that I 
have struck-a rich gold vein and I want 
this error corrected now. 

“IT see a good deal has been said about 
Cassin’s bond.<That bond cannot be col- 
lected until thet next term of the court and 
I have every reason to believe that it will 
be a long time before any of the amount 
of the bond is received by any of us who 
are entitled to participate in the proceeds. 

“It is not a question of the amount of 
insolvent costs that is due me, but the 
amount that I get. IF can’t receive more 
than the $3,000 no matter how much I make 
by the conviction of prisoners. There is 
nothing tn that Cassin bond for me yet and 
I haven’t got a nickel. Cassin may come 
back, and I believe he will return before 
judgment day, when the bond would be 
collected. He would be a very unwelcome 
visitor to the solicitor, the clerk and the 
sheriff, I can assure you.’’ 

Mr. Spalding stated that he did not wish 
to discriminate, but he thought it was 
eminently proper that the costs be paid Mr. 
Hill, as he knew something of the work 
that the solicitor had to do, He moved 
that the present bill of costs due the solici- 
tor be paid. 

Judge Rosser amended Mr. Spalding’s 
resolution by adding that all the officers 
be allowed their pro rata of the insolvent 
costs. When the vote was called upon the 
amended resolution all voted for it except 
Chairman Adair, who was against its pas- 


sage. : 


JUDGE CANDLER ROASTS 
THE COUNTY COURTHOUSE. 


If the courthouse had been human yes- 
terday it would have hung its head in 
shame could it have heard the roast given 
it by the commissioners, Judge Candler and 
Solicitor Hill. 

Thé discussion began when Commissioner 
Spalding introduced a resolution ordering 
the building committee to rent a hall in 
which Judge Candler could hold court. 

His resolution was amended making it 
the duty of the building committee to re- 
port back to the full board at the next 
session. The amended resolution was pass- 
ed, there being a tie vote and the decision 
being made by Chairman Adair, who voted

“Now, what I am going to say,” said 
Commissioner Spalding, ‘is not said on the 
spur of the moment, but is the result of a 
trying ordeal through which I passed in 
the recent criminal case in which I was 
engaged. I declare, after weighing ny 
words, that a prisoner cannot secure a con-. 
stitutional trial in that basement on ac- 
count of the physical conditions that exist. 

“It was my misfortune to stay a short 
while in the basement, and I give you, 
gentlemen, my word of honor that it is too 
fearful to talk about. A juror cannot dis- 
charge the oath which he has taken, be- 
cause he is stifled with the dirt and dust 
of the place; he is in misery and he cannot 
even pay strict attention to the evidence 
that is going on.” 

Commissioner Spalding said it was as bad 
as the Black Hole of Calcutta, and he 
thought that justice demanded a better 
place for the court. He said he would be 
giad if Judge Candler would tell the board 
what he thought about the place.

The New Owners of the Wilkes Are 
Getting Good Returns—Good Is 
Working Yellow Jacket. 


Hon. Mr. Connolly, a member of the 
British parliament, was in Atlanta yester- 
day. He came over to investigate the gold 
fields and he brought an expert who is 
row examining properties in the upper 
port of the state. Mr. Connolly says that 
he heard so much about the Georgia gold 
fields in London that he decided to come 
over and make a personal examination, 


Mining properties are now the best things 
offered on the London market. The Eng- 
lish are disgusted with South Africa and 
are turning to other parts of the world. 
Australia is preferred to all other sections, 
but the Kiendike and the south are at- 
tracting attention. 


Some Chio capitalists are about to be- 
come interested in the Tallapoosa district. 
Word comes that the Royal, near Tallapoo- 
ga, had a big clean-up recently, something 
like $7,000 for twenty days’ run. 


Talking about the Klondike, it. cannot 
beat something right here in Georgia. Over 
between Cartersville and Dallas, some 
Finglish miners are taking out from $3 tw 
$5 a pan from a placer. They call their 
company the Klondike Mining Company. It 
is operated by T. Bruce Marrott, of Lon- 
don, and associates. There is nothing any- 
where which is producing better and they 
@re saying very little about it. 


The Wilkes Gold Mining Company, which 
is operating in Meriwether county, jas 
its new frictional mill, the Kinkaid, at 
work and is getting splendid results. The 
Wilkes has been a good producer, having 
‘fielded more than £300,000, and it has never 
been worked below water level. The new 
owners are pumping out the old ninety- 
foot shaft, at the bottom of which is a 
vein of refractory ore running from $8 
to $10 per ton. Mining men consider this 
pronerty to be unusually good, 


Miners and investors are anxious to see 
the gold bulletin on which the state geo- 
log.cal department has been engaged for 
three years. The foreign investors put 
more weight in official reports than Ameri- 
cans do, and now that the English people 
ere investigating Georgia, the gold bulletin 
is in demand. North Carolina has a good 
one and it is helping the state all the 
time. :

Clash Caused Over the Federal Ap- 
propriation, 


TrE REPORT WILL BE DELAYED 


Said That Seven Members of the Com- 
mittee Favor Taking Away the 
Federal Appropriation.

The question of ths federal appropria- 
tion-to the state university has come as 
a wedge to the Brown committee, and that 
body has been split into three pieces. 

For this reason the report which was 


to have been made Tuesday hag been de-" 


layed. Unless some basis of ‘agrcement 
can be reached, there is no saying when 
this will be prescnied to the house. It 
m'ght be that three distinct reports wili 
go in. 


The situation is serious and the objec*ing 


members are holding off with the stub- 
bornness of a hung jury. It was expected 
that the report would come _ yesterday 
morning, but last night the members of 
the committee were further than ever 
from an agreement, and there is no saying 
when one will come. 

The Brown committee is a joint body, 
being made up of seven members from 
the house ard five from the senate. It 
was assigned to the specific duty of look- 
ing intd the federal appropriations of the 
state university, to investigate the expen- 
diture of funds and to suggest plans for 


the betterment of the agricultural depart-’ 


ment. 

Its duties differed from those of the 
Bialock committee in that they were more 
specific and confined mainly to the «xamin- 
ation of the funds coming in from federal 
sources. Of the pos tion of Chairman Pope 
Brown there is no doubt. He favors sttong- 
ly the establishment of a new agricultural 
college, where, he says, that the boys cf 
the state can be trained in the practical 
methods of farming. Mr. Brown favors 
the disassociation of the federal fund. He 
believes that the money is not properly ¢«x- 
pended. 

“l am convinced that the agricultural 
school should be distinct from ihe state 
college,” said he yesterday afternoon. “I 
have received catalogues from nearly all 
of.the states and thus far I have found 
that twenty-nine states have d-stitict in- 
stitutions.”’ 


Have Various Views. 


Chairman Brown has not been able to 
bring the other members of the committee 
to his position. He states that there &Are 
seven of the twelve members who believe 
that the federal appropriation should be 
taken away and applied to the purnoses of 
putting up a new college. The other five 
think that the fund snould be let alone. 

There is yet another faction among the 
sevcon who believe that the funds thould be 
taken away. They Giffer from the major- 
ity, however, on details as fo how the fund 
should be applied. Nearly every day this 
week the committee has been in cunsul!ta- 
tion, but there is no telling when they will 
reach a conclusion. Certainly: from the 
present standpoint. there will be no : gree- 
mert. The following members make up 
the committee: Messrs. Brown. Meldrifm. 
Thomas, Armstrong, Slaton, ‘Calvin and 
Jenkins, from the house; Berner, Hudson, 
Flewellen, Blalock and Kemp, "from the

New York, November 19.—R. G. Dun &

Atlantic 
exports, flour included, have been in three 
weeks of November _ 9,799,389 bushels, 
against 6,052,106 last year, and in the crop 
year thus far over 8,000,000 bushels, while 
the western receipts have been in three

last year.

No seale of comparison can be made be- 
tween the Atlanta fair and the Nashville 
show until the final statement of the At- 
lanta exposition is made. This has never 
been done. 

While the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition does not show up on the 
hooks of Treasurer A. L. Kontz more than 
$1,500,000, it was really a $7,000,000 show. Not 
showing on the books was over $150,000 @one 
in convict worlk by the county. Neither 
shown upon the books are the various state 
appropriations and other outside appropria- 
tions. For this reason no fair comparison 
can be made. 

When, however. it is taken into consider- 
ation that the Atlanta exposition ran only 
18% days, and the Nashville show oyer 190 
days, some idea can be gained of what was 
done at the Cotton States and International 
exposition.

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Sensational Rumors About the Attempt 
To Burn Angier’s Home. 


DID POLITICS LIGHT THE TORCH 


Colonel Angier Says He Thinks the 


Suspicions Ase Groundless. 


A GUARD IS PLACED AT THE HOUSE 


The Police Are Making Investigations 
and Some Sensational Features 
May Come to Light. 


There were some sensational rumors yes- 
terday about the attempt made by two 
negroes to burn the residence of Colonel 
~. A. Angier at No, © Capitol avenue, 
night before last. 

Colonel Angier is the district attorney for 
the northern district of Georgia, and his 
name was mixed up recently with the 
squabble between certain of the republican 
politicians in the state. 

When it was read in The Constitution 
yesterday morning that negroes had twice 
entered his housé for the purpose of ap- 
plying the torch and that they came near 
succeeding Thursday night, there were 
those who at once suspected that the das- 
tardly attempt to destroy Colonel Angier’s 
home was the work of negroes who were 
disappointed in politics. This grew out of 
the fact that the republican party in Geor- 
gia is now divided into what is known as 
the “‘lily white’ and the negro wing, and 
the latter faction is not well pleased at 
the appointment of too many white men 
for office. So strong had this feeling be- 
come that the powers in Washington were 
made to coysider it when dealing out the 
Offices lately. 

When the fire was discovered in Colonel 
Angier'’s residence night before last a large 
crowd gathered about the scene and the 
colonel was heard to remark: 

“Those fellows-seem determined to burn 
me out, it seems.’’ ‘ 

He says that the words applied to the 
negroes who were caught in the house 
and were shot at the first time, which was 
about a week before the fire Thursday 
evening. 

When asked about the fire and the ru- 
mors relative thereto, yesterday morning, 
Colonel Angier said: 

“Oh, I don’t believe there was any poli- 
tics mixed up in the attempt of the incen- 
diaries to destroy my home. I wish you 
would state for me in The Constitution 
that I have not said that the firebugs were 
political enemies or even the hirelings of 
such. I can’t think that the negroes were 
other than fiends who were bent on rob- 
bery and thought to fire the house would 
lead to an easy access to the goods which 
they wished to steal. No, I don't believe 
politics had anything to do with it.” 

The colonel cannot explain why the ne- 
groes returned to his house after being de- 
tected and shot at twice, unless their sec- 
ond visit was one of revenge for being so 


treated the first time they came. 


After the fire, a special officer was de- 
tailed at the police barracks, at the re- 
quest of Colonel Angier, to guard the 
house Thursday night. 

The whole matter is being investigated 
by the police, and there are those con- 
nected with the police department who are 
inclined to the theory that negroes who 
are not pleased with Colonel Angier’s po- 
sition in politics are guilty of the arson 
and burglary. 

The affair is being thoroughly looked in- 
to and it may lead to a lively sensation if 
any clews are found which will result in 
the arrest of the guilty persons.

I shall never 
forget Mr. ‘Hewitt’s speech. It was prac- 
tical, instructive, encouraging. Said he: 
“Gentlemen, the south won her greatest 
Then he paused 
& moment tc see the effect. His auditors 
were silent; then the remark was mentally 
coupled with what the speaker had said 
about the mineral wealth of Georgia, its 
possibilities, etc., and there was sound of 
epplause. Mr. Hewitt, taking a retrespec- 
tive glance, proceeded to extol the ability, 
the virtue and the experience of the public 
men of the south. He said, in substance, 
“while the people of New Bngland ‘were 
delving among rocks. and exercising them- 
selves as to what they. should do and how 
they should live, southern statesmen were 
laying broad and deep the foundations of 
the greatest government the world has 
ever seen.”” Then, warming to his subject, 
Mr. Hewitt declared that the country could 
never pay to. the south:.the debt she owed 
her on account of the. results achieved 
by her incomparable public men.

During ‘Governor Stephens’s lifetime, I 
used occasionally to run up to Crawford- 
ville and spend the day with him. Those 
who enjoyed the hospitality of Liberty 
Hall understand the perfect delight that 
attended a day in the presence of the 
great commener. There was the old 
Styie dinner, but most of all and above aH 
was the reminiscent talk in which Mr 
Stephens indulged after taking a small 
drink of “true Jeffersonian Democracy.’’ 

But I shall not consume time in recit- 
ing any of these reminineences, interest- 
ing and instructive as they would ‘nrove. 

One day, Mr, Stephens and myseli were 
talking of United. States. histories, and he 
told me how much money he had expend- 
ed in getting the facts as to New Hamp- 
shire history perfectly eorrect for use in 
his school history.’ This oaused reference 
to his great work, “The War Between the 
States.”’ 

I remarked: “‘You must have § realized 
handsomely from that work, Mr. Steph- 
ens ?’’ ’ 

“Yes, said he. “I made $35,000 on thet 
work.’’ 

‘You invested the money, didn’t you?” 

“Oh, yes,”’ was his glad reply. “I in- 
vested it in The Sun’’—a newspaper which 
was published in Atlanta and which he 
edited from Crawfordville. 

“What was the result?’ I eagerly in- 
quired. 

‘Well, in one sense, I Jost every dollar: 
from the higher standpoint, I sustained no 
Toss at all; for through.the instrumen- 
tality of-The Sun the people were brought 
back to the landmarks'of the fathers, and 
that is worth inecmparablyemore than a 
mere aggregation of dellars.”’ 

Oh, no: I would not hold up the unfor- 
tunate pecuniary: corniiition, in which the 
great. North. Caroliniat«found -+himself. in 
lis geventy-ceighth °%year as a warn- 
ing to young Tren to beware 
of public life beyond a term er 
two in congress or a service in some other 
branch, hut I would urge them by hard 
study, by uprightness in life, to ptrive for 
the mastery, according to the best of 
their ability, in those -things which mate 
for the advancement of the interest of all 
the people. It will, of course, be, wise for 
them, in order to a satisfactory accorn- 
Dlishment of the mission which may be 
committed to them, to look to a compe- 
tency as they go forward in their careers. 

Tt Is the just pride ‘of the south. that, 
from 1787 down to 1860, her statesmen 
shaped and controlled the destiny of this 
country. What enabled. them to do this? 
Their ability and purity, seconded by their 
long public service. "Phieir’ Ability would 
huve been of little value but for their ex- 
perience in public affairs. Respectfully.

‘“3od in heaven only knows how I have 
suffered,’’ began Mrs. Scogins in her testi- 
mony before the recorder, “‘from my hus- 
band’s family. And the man there, who 
ought to have stood up for me, even al- 
lowed his brother to beat me. I have cook- 
ed and washed and scrubbed while at home 
and went out and worked when I was well 
enough to do so. My husband has taken 
sides against me when I complained of 
the way his mother, sisters and brothers 
treated me. He would sneer and scoff and 
tell me to go and get a lawyer. His money 
went to his relatives, and while he wvuld 
hand his mother a dollar he would give 
me a nickel. Look, the very shoes I have on 
my feet at this moment are old ones which 
were worn by one of his sisters.”’ 

Showed Her Old Shoes. 

Mrs. Scogins paused and showed her old 
shoes to the recorder, then she continued: 

“IT have begged Edward to take me away 
from his family. I believe we might live 
in peace and happiness if he would only 
take me away. But he will not do it.’’ 

The recorder interrapted her by saying 
that he did not care to hear any more of 
her domestic infelicity unless it had some 
bearing on the charge of disorderly con- 
duct against her husband. Then Mrs. Scog- 
ins came to the point. . 

“Weil, I stood the treatment of his peo- 
ple,’’ she said, ‘‘and two days ago I stole 
my child and went to my mother’s. Yester- 
day we decided to cali at his office and 
ask him for money for the baby. My 
mother and myself saw him at the office 
and told him that $1 would be sufficient 
for the present, as all I wished just then 
was fuel to build a fire to keep my chi.d 
warm. He ordered us to leave and when 
mry mother spoke to him he cursed her.” 

Mamma-in-Law Testifies. 

Mrs. Williams was told to make her state- 
ment, and she said: 

“Judge Calhoun, I hate to be in this place 
under such circumstances, but it can’t be 
helped. I have two sons-in-law, and one 
vf them is as good as he could be, and if 
it was not for what he has done this child 
would have been thrown on the charity of 
the world long ago. She has been treated 
shamefully, and now when she appeals to 
her husband for aid while I am giving her 
shelter under my roof, he curses and abuses 
her. I am a widow and have geveral chil- 
dren ’to take care .of.’’ 

Scogins had but litile to say. He said he 
had tried to do the best by his wife he 
could, but her mother caused all the trou- 
ble. He admitted being greatly vexed when 
visited in his office, as he wished to avoid 
any pubtic scene, which Mrs. Wiiliams 
seemed determined to bring about. He ask- 
ed her to leave his office and had to threat- 
en her with the police. He might have used 
some strong language at that time. 


Taken Before a Justice. 


The recorder said he did not know where 
the truth lay, but he could not fine the 
man in his court. The case was dismissed. 

To a reporter of The Constitution Scog- 
ins said: 

“This. affair is mortifying to me, but 
God knows I-could not help it. I have sup- 
ported my wife as long as she stayed under 
my roof, and she has not been mistreated. 
Now I never expect to live with her again.” 

Immediately after the police trial Scog- 
ins appeared before Justice of the Peace 
Foute to answer to a warrant charging 
him with failing to support his minor child. 
He was required to give a bond of $100, 
which he did, and the case will be tried 
this afternoon.

BOUND OVER FOR AN ASSAULT 


Billiard Cues and Balls Fill the Air 
in the Kimball Poolroom, but 
No One Is Injured. 


As the result of a billiard room row 
Thursday afternoon in tle Kimball house 
pooclroom, Charley Price was bound over in 
Judge Foute’s court yesterday under a $150 
bond for assault and battery. 

Price was playing a game of pool when 
a cleaner of the house, named Harris, came 
near the table on which the game was be- 
ing played while washing the walls.

He was engaged in the game, and 
the negro in rubbing up the floor and walls 
hit him with the handle of the cleaner. He 
turned and struck the negro, and a fight 
ensued. He said that it was a matter of 
self-defense, 

The negro and his friends tell a different 
story and say that Price was the aggres- 
sor. The negro was cleaning the floor aid 
came near Price, who was playing at one 
of the tables. Price told him not to throw 
any water on him, and commenced to curse. 
He struck the negro in the face and the 
negro returned the blow. 

The witnesses said that Price then picked 
up a billiard cue and struck at the negro. 
Harris dodged the blow and ran out of the 
room toward the barber shop. Price picked 
up a billiard ball and threw it at the negro, 
which missed, went into the shop with 
great force and came very: near striking a 
customer. 

The excitement was very great at this 
time, and Price started out of the poolroom 
when Judge Andy Calhoun, who was play- 
ing at one of the tables, assumed the role 
of a policeman and attempted to arrest 
Price. However, his hold was not +trong 
enough and Price broke loose from him. 

He disappeared, and was not found until 
yesterday. He was arrested and carried 
before Judge Foute on the warrant that 
had been sworn out against him charging 
assault with intent to murder. After the 
evidence was all in, Judge Foute bound 
the prisoner over under bond for assault 
and battery. 

The fight is said to have been a very 
vicious one all the way through, and both 
the parties were intent upon getting the 
best of it. It caused much excitement in

GUILTY IN COURT 


Seven Cigarette Firms Enter Pleas and 
Recelye Small Fines. 


THEY PAY $5 AND THE COSTS 


Judge Candler Told Them the Law 
Must Not Be Violated. 


SECOND OFFENSE WILL BE SERIOUS 


Cigarette Dealers Are Warned To Heed

Seven cigarette dealers who were indict- 
ed by the grand jury last week for selling 
cigarettes to minors yesterday plead guilty 
in Judge Candler’s court and were fined 
$ and costs, the costs in the case being 
$20.80. 

The dealers who appeared and entered 
pleas were: F. A. Ingraham, Mr. Ray, H. C. 
Beermann, Charles O. Tyner, Daniel Travis, 
Oscar Starnes and Harry Silverman. . 

Judge Candler had been notified that day 
previous that the dealers desired to enter 
pieas,-and, although he adjourned court, he 
promised to be present yesterday morning 
and hear the pleas and impose the fines. 
He stated that he did not want the de- 
fendants to believe that he would be light 
in the future in dealing with these cases, 
but his object was to break up the viola- 
tions of the cigarette law, and he believed 
that a fine of $5 would carry the lesson as 
well as a much larger fine. He stated that 
he had nothing against the dealers, but was 
determined fhat the violations of the law 
be stopped. 

All of the dealers present said cigarettes 
had been sold bz their clerks to minors, but 
that no violatiun of the law had been in- 
tended, as all of the minors stated they 
were buying the cigarettes for other per- 
sons. Judge Candler told them that that 
excuse would not go; that the law was 
very plain, and that if they or their clerks 
sold any cigarettes that they were liable to 
prosecution under the law, and that he 
would impose a very heavy fine for the 
second offense. 

It is thought that a number of dealers 
will plead guilty next Monday morning. The 


‘grand jury has not completed its investi- 


gations, and several indictments are ex- 
pected when the jury meets again.
